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COMING OUT AS A MEDICAL 


CANNABIS PROFESSIONAL 


Native San Franciscan Casey is a lesbian and avid consumer of medical cannabis and believer, finding it therapeutic day to day; Kyle 





is a gay man with a master’s degree in human rights who struggled to find work in the nonprofit sector before winding up with a 
position helping people in an unexpected, yet very fulfilling, way; JJ is a bi-sexual man who worked in nightlife before finding the 
job of his dreams; Parker is a transgender man who found the strength to transition after experiencing a company culture with so 
much love and support he gained the confidence to take the final step; and Mason is a queer man raised in an extremely religious 
environment but wound up ina profession where people don’t judge, don’t condemn and don't care when it comes to who he loves. 
Each of these people faced the daunting task of coming out to family, friends and coworkers; each one faced their loved ones with 
the truth of their sexuality, in fear and hope, with a desire to be understood, still be loved and cherished and respected, and, most of 
all, accepted for who they are. 

Each of these people also work in the cannabis trade, where coming out “green” has often been tougher than coming out of the closet, 
as misconceptions, confusion and concerns about the legality of the industry still prevail amongst family members and friends. 
“Coming out gay and coming out ‘green’ was very hard for me,’ said Mason, a brand ambassador for O.penVAPE, a leading com- 
pany in the cannabis industry. “I'm one of four kids; Ihave a sister who’s a lesbian — she came out first and that made it easier for me 
— but telling my family I work in the cannabis industry was a completely different demon.” 

Mason finally admitted to his mother he works in the cannabis market, telling her “You have to have a medical marijuana card to 
even enter the shops. We help people find the right product to provide the relief they need,” Mason said. “I work in an awesome in- 
dustry that’s rapidly growing, that’s a lot of fun and people don’t judge. Iam gay, lam green and I don’t care — I’m proud of that.” 
Asa San Francisco-Bay Area native, with others in her family who are gay, Casey had no problem when coming out to her single fa- 
ther and family at age 22. 

“The hardest was telling my grandma, an open minded but conservative in OC. She's unfortunately passed, but after letting her know 
my newest occupation and speaking of all the benefits, my grandmother said she was proud and wanted to talk to her personal doctor 
about it!” A milestone in Casey’s eyes. “No one else’s opinion mattered after that.” After earning a master’s degree in human rights 
with an eye toa career with a nonprofit agency, Kyle found himself working in the restaurant business as jobs were in short demand 
in his chosen field. His desire to help others was still a driving force and Kyle kept his eyes open for the right opportunity. 

“Tt never occurred to me to work in cannabis,” Kyle said. When he saw an opening at The Apothecarium, a licensed, full-service 
medical cannabis dispensary located in San Francisco’s historic Castro district. “I do several things; part manager, part trainer, 
training new employees to give the knowledge to help our patients,” Kyle said. “Thad no idea I would end up loving it.” Kyle is 
openly gay and said it was very challenging coming out to a conservative father who also happens to bea Republican. 

“He asked me to talk toa priest, he even suggested conversion therapy camp,’ Kyle said. “T was able to pick myself up and push 
through it — but it was a rough two years.” 

“Coming out ‘green’ was a little bit easier,” Kyle said, because he eased his parents into the idea. “First I said I worked at a boutique 
but I realized this job is one I really love and I wanted to make my career -- I'm going to be here awhile,’ Kyle said. “They might wish I 
had a different job but they’ve been very supportive. They are proud of me and what I’ve accomplished.” Parker has worked in the 
cannabis industry for 6 years and said he has “been through a lot” as he shared his experiences with coming out. 

“Tve come out three times; I came out as a lesbian at 19, transgender at 23, and then came out ‘green’ at 24,” Parker said. He founda

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Lost in Transition 


Despite a pledge last year, S.F. County Jail has yet to change its housing policies to accommodate trans inmates.

Last September, former Sheriff 
Ross Mirkarimi announced a novel inno- 
vation for San Francisco County Jail: In- 
carcerated transgender women would be 
housed with women, rather than housed 
alone. While there are never more than a 
handful of trans people in jail custody — 
currently, three trans women and zero 
trans men are in county— the jail would 
nonetheless be “integrated” by the end of 
the year, he promised. 

That would have put San Francisco 
in the company of Denver, Houston, 
and Cumberland County, Maine, where 
jail policy allows trans people to be 
housed according to the gender by 
which they identify. Changing S.F’s 
policy would allow the jail to comply 
with the federal Prison Rape Elimina- 
tion Act (PREA), a 2003 law signed by 
George W. Bush that was intended to 
cut down on astronomic rates of sexual 
assault against trans inmates. 

But it didn’t happen. 

As of press deadline on Tuesday, the 
jail’s three trans women were in a pod 
in men’s housing in the Seventh Street 
jail — though they are in a pod all by 
themselves, away from men — and 
one of the trans women, 29-year-old 
Athena Cadence, was on her 21st day 
of a hunger strike, refusing to eat until 
she is housed with women. 

It’s not entirely clear why Mirk- 
arimi’s policy dictum didn’t happen 
before or after his successor, Sheriff 
Vicki Hennessy, took office in January. 
Hennessy is currently “working” on a 
policy to accommodate trans people, 
but there is no timetable for when 
it will be rolled out, according to jail 
spokeswoman Eileen Hirst. (There’s 
also no policy.) 


Lowball Hardball 


The Giants’ argument for 
dodging taxes on AT&T Park is 
out of left field.

AT&T Park is one of the finest 


places in America to watch baseball.

Lacking cash to foot her 
$450,000 bail, Cadence has 
been in jail since Thanks- 
giving, after she was ar- 
rested for misdemeanor 
assault. (She has since 
lost her housing.) Con- 
victed of three counts, 
she faces prison time, 
but her public defender 
is seeking assignment to 
a residential-treatment 
program rather than the 
California Department of Cor- 
rections and Rehabilitation, 
according to a spokeswoman 
for the Public Defender. 

Since there are so few trans 
people in jail, it may seem like a 
low priority for the city’s jailers. 
But trans people are incarcerat- 
ed at a rate eight times that of 
the general populace, and once 
inside, 40 percent of trans jail 
inmates are sexually abused, ac- 
cording to the National Center 
for Transgender Equality. And 
then there’s the issue of com- 
plying with existing law. 

The biggest obstacle 
appears to be changing the 
minds of old-school, by- 
the-book law enforcement,

S.F. police endorse 
Speeding up the death 
penalty and emptying 
death row. 


Police don’t want to kill 
anybody. Cops will tell you this. Fa- 
tally shooting somebody takes the 
officer off the street, away from his 
or her usual job, and into a ream of 
paperwork and lengthy interviews. 
Simply put, it’s too much of a pain 
in the ass. 

That doesn’t mean cops aren't 
in favor of having someone else kill 
somebody. In fact, the San Fran- 
cisco Police Officers Association, 
the city’s police union, is all about 
it. The POA is endorsing the Death 
Penalty Reform & Savings Act, a 
ballot initiative that would acceler- 
ate the execution process for the 
almost 750 condemned inmates 
on California’s Death Row, and 
would set a timeline of no more 
than five years from death sen- 
tence to execution for future recip- 
ients of capital punishment. 

The POA did not comment 
to SF Weekly. But the union 
endorsed the speedier death 
measure earlier this year, and 
in a recent article in the union’s 
newspaper, the POA Journal, for- 
mer police Captain Paul Chignell 
called it a “dynamic and positive 
change.” (He also decried the “in- 
tellectual elite” in the media that 
“police officers face... on a daily 
basis,” so here we are.) 

Not that it matters much any- 
way. There hasn’t been a death 
penalty handed down in San 
Francisco since 1991 — and with 
current District Attorney George 
Gascon an ardent opponent of 
capital punishment, it’s unlikely 
to change. But it’s good to know 
whose lives matter. CR

Ci EVEN WITH STATE REGULATIONS IN PLACE, LAW ENFORCEMENT WOULD RATHER RAID CALIFORNIA CANNABIS COMPANIES THAN ASK QUESTIONS. 


Why Inspect 
When You 
Can Raid? 


Last Wednesday in Sonoma 
County, officials responded to a report of 
workplace safety violations with armed 
law enforcement officers in Kevlar and 
camouflage. 

Until that day, a major cannabis 
company called CBD Guild had been 
producing cannabis oil cartridges, 
cannabis gel-caps, sprays, and other 
marijuana products sold without issue 
all over the state under the popular 
brand names AbsoluteXtracts and Care 
By Design. Just a few weeks before, 
the company was comfortable enough 
to welcome in officials from local and 
state government to take a peek at 
the operation, which was considered 
a “model” for other companies in the 
state’s burgeoning commercial canna- 
bis industry to follow. 

Instead, Santa Rosa Police Depart- 
ment officers and Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents converged on 
the office park, and on other properties 
associated with the company, looking 
for life-threatening safety hazards. 
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Based on a tip they'd received five days 
earlier from a former employee, they 
were looking for a hash-oil lab that 
used butane to extract cannabis’ active 
ingredients from the raw flower — an 
act that is still a felony offense under 
state law outlawing the manufacture of 
drugs using chemicals. 

Police seized cash, computers, and 
manufacturing equipment. CBD Guild 
founder and principal Dennis Hunter 
was arrested and held on $4 million 
bail, as the Santa Rosa Press Democrat 
first reported. 

The problem is that there was no 
hash oil and no butane at CBD Guild. 
The company uses an extraction meth- 
od that relies on pressurized and heat- 
ed CO2 — a major distinction, since 
butane extraction is illegal under state 
drug laws that remain unchanged as 
legalization draws nearer. Police would 
have known that had 
they been on the tour, 
or had they received 
accurate information 
from their source — or 
had they simply visited 
CBD Guild with a knock 
on the door rather than 
a military-style raid. 

(As for the individual 
who called the police in 
the first place? He ap- 
pears to be a disgruntled 





former employee who made good on 
a threat to report the company to au- 
thorities on his way out.) 

But this is still how things are done 
in California. Even after Gov. Jerry 
Brown signed into law rules specifically 
allowing for-profit commercial canna- 
bis activity, and even after commercial 
cannabis operations like CBD Guild 
welcomed government officials in for a 
visit, old-school raids are still a reality. 

This was not the first time police 
visited a well-known California canna- 
bis industry company in 2016, either. 
In January, helmeted officers armed 
with assault weapons burst into the 
San Diego offices of Med-West, which 
supplies CO2-extracted cannabis oil to 
brands like Bhang. 

There, as in Sonoma, police hada 
search warrant signed by a judge au- 
thorizing a search for a “hash oil 
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lab.” And again, as in Sonoma, there 
was no butane in use. (Worse, accord- 
ing to Med-West founder James Slatic, 
there wasn’t even any CO2 extraction 
at the location police raided.) But law 
enforcement still froze Med-West’s 
bank accounts, and the company re- 
mains out of business. 

While police have publicly said they 
believe CBD Guild to be a massive and 
illegal operation that produces “mil- 
lions” of dollars of cash monthly, they 
appear to be tacitly admitting they 
were off-base. A day after he was held 
on that bail that would shame a mur- 
derer, Hunter was sprung on no bail 
and with no charges filed. The company 
says it’s back in operation, though po- 
lice still have possession of expensive 
equipment, including a $1 million 
machine that tests for pesticides, ac- 

cording to attorney Joe 
Rogoway. 

There are CO2 manu- 
facturing facilities and bu- 
tane-powered extraction 
labs all over the state. 
Not very many are as big 
as CBD Guild, but they 
aren't getting raided in 
this way. 

If CBD Guild did 
anything wrong, it might 
have been doing too 
much too soon — and 
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in the wrong place. Under the new 
state rules, a cannabis company can do 
business as long as there are local rules 
in place allowing the business, be it a 
massive grow or an extraction lab. 

Santa Rosa was in the process of cre- 
ating those local rules — they could be 
in place as soon as later this summer — 
when CBD Guild received its visit from 
the cops. Whether or not CBD Guild 
would have been wholly compliant with 
those rules when they went into place, 
no one could say. (That the raid hap- 
pened a week before the annual confer- 
ence of the National Cannabis Industry 
Association, of which Med-West’s Slatic 
was a founding member, appears to be 
pure coincidence.) 

So why did this happen, and why 
did law enforcement investigate what 
sounds like a code enforcement issue 
with a raid? The fairest and most accu- 
rate answer: Because they still can. 

It doesn’t appear the raid will have 
much of a chilling effect. There will 
still be fierce competition to provide 
oil cartridges and other cannabis new- 
bie-friendly products. But under the 
current status quo, they just can’t be 
assured they'll not have a disruptive 
visit from the law, still eager for any 
excuse to drop in the same way it al- 
ways has.

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or the last five years, June has been a month 
of such victories that even long-time activists 
were caught off-guard. In 2011, New York 
became the most populous state to allow 
same-sex marriage — legislatively, and with 
one chamber of the state government under 
Republican control. The Supreme Court over- 
turned the Defense of Marriage Act and Prop. 
8 in 2013, and 2015 saw nationwide marriage 
equality. (You could sense Ruth Bader Gins- 
burg chuckling to herself as she triumphantly adjusted her 
neck doily.) For a second there last Pride, it felt like the worst 
problem facing LGBTQ San Franciscans was a plague of rain- 
bow tutus at UN Plaza. 

In the aftermath of Pulse, of course, things have turned 
darker. The murder of 49 mostly LGBTQ, mostly Latin people 
in a gay-friendly city most closely associated with The Happi- 
est Place on Earth, the grotesque erasure of their queerness 
from the tragedy in Orlando, and the instrumentalist use of 
their dead queer bodies to further an Islamophobic political 
program — by contrast, 2016 is a year marked by death. 

Even though trans visibility has never been more promi- 
nent in the popular consciousness, and even though same-sex 
unions are coming to conservative Catholic countries like Italy 
and Colombia, much heavy lifting remains. Under Florida law, 
survivors of the Pulse shooting could be fired from their jobs 
for their sexual orientation or gender identity at any point. 
While San Francisco Pride has chosen airily anodyne themes 
in the past (“Shakin’ It Up!” “Commemorate, Educate, Liberate 
— Celebrate!”) this year’s message, “For Racial and Economic 
Justice,” was timely and poignant even before Orlando. There 
is no freedom if it isn’t evenly distributed, and there will nev- 
er be justice if the have-nots continue to go wanting. In a city 
torn apart by the consequences of unprecedented affluence 
for some, connecting gender and sexuality with race, ethnici- 
ty, and class has never been more critical. 

However much the stars may have aligned in the 2010s, 
the LGBTQ movement and its allies were never destined for 
a linear trajectory toward universal equality. Less than two 
weeks after the worst mass shooting in modern American his- 
tory, it can feel disrespectful to stumble out of a bar and walk 
past the memorial at 18th and Castro streets — but in a way, 
that is the fight. Experiencing unabashed pleasure, and the 
joys of living as a sexual being, are only possible when people 
live their lives without fear, and it’s incumbent upon every 
queer individual to be as queer as we want to be. 

So happy Pride, San Francisco. Raise a glass, raise a fist, 
and raise your head high, because love will win in the end. You 
can feel it in our pulse. Peter Lawrence Kane 


FIGHT ON. 
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7FLove Is Not Enough 


Marriage? Check. Military? Check. Equal rights? For LGBT people in America, there's stilla long way to goin the struggle for justice.

Last June, the United States 
Supreme Court chose the day before the 
46th anniversary of New York’s Stone- 
wall riots — widely seen as the start of 
the modern LGBT rights movement — 
to announce that gay Americans had the 
freedom to marry. 

It was still early in the morning on 
the West Coast, but the party started 
immediately after the 5-4 decision was 
announced. Politicians gave speeches, 
Facebook was awash with rainbow-fil- 
tered profile photos, and thousands 
descended on to the streets of the 
world’s most famous gayborhood 
— Harvey Milk’s own Castro — to 
celebrate the milestone victory, more 
than a decade after San Francisco first 
started marrying same-sex couples at 
City Hall. #LoveWon. 

But for many gay, queer, and trans 
people, #Love has not been enough. 
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For years, gay marriage and 
military inclusion had been the two 
issues monopolizing the “homosexual 
agenda.” 

But in a city where economic in- 
equality is famously worse than Rwan- 
da’s, and where tens of thousands of 
people of color and working people 
— queer or not — have fled the city 
in the past few decades, the struggle 
for equal rights — and in many cases, 
existence — continues to be way too 
real. 

The original Pride parades of the 
1970s were protest rallies rather than 
the drunkfests sponsored by liquor 
companies and banks they have been 
in recent years. This year marks a 
public move back toward the struggle 
at Pride, the theme of which is “Racial 
and Economic Justice.” 

Gay and bisexual men do not 
enjoy the economic power wielded 
by straight white men, earning up to 
32 percent less than straight coun- 
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terparts in similar jobs, according to 
a UCLA study. And within the LGBT 
community, there is no shortage of 
racism: according to the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, four out of 
five Asian LGBTs say they’ve experi- 
enced racism from white LGBTs. 

And society — even “LGBT-friend- 
ly” San Francisco — has particular 
trouble with trans people, who are 
imprisoned at a rate seven times the 
national average. Once behind bars, 
the Federal Bureau of Justice Statistics 
found that 40 percent of transgender 
people are sexually abused by prison 
staff or other prisoners. 

Miss Major, the beloved trans icon 
who was grand marshal of 2014’s pa- 
rade, was close to declining the honor 
because of SF Pride’s shady past with 
respect to the transgender community. 

“They needed a token black trans 
woman, Major says, explaining that 
she only accepted the award to show 
other trans women of color that “you 
can live past 30 and be successful,” she 
tells SF Weekly. “To make the state- 
ment that ‘T’m still fucking here.” 

Because that itself is an accom- 
plishment. 


In 2012, Dafahlia Mosley 
moved to San Francisco from Stockton 
with great expectations: acceptance as a 
young, black, trans woman. 


San Francisco, the gayest city in the 
country, wasn't up to the task. 

Mosley lives at Larkin Street Youth 
Services, a queer and trans home- 
less youth shelter in the Tenderloin. 
Queer kids are overrepresented on the 
streets: Almost one-third of homeless 
youth in San Francisco identify as 
LGBT, according to a 2013 city study. 

Now a queer educator at the LYR- 
IC Center for LGBTQQ Youth in the 
Castro, Mosley runs workshops about 
subjects most people never need to 
know about, like safety for sex workers 
and police brutality against queer and 
trans people. 

Among trans women, there’s often 
a cost for surviving violent situations. 

Eighty percent of LGBT victims of 
hate crimes said police were “indif- 
ferent or hostile” to them, according 
to the 2015 National Report on Hate 
Violence Against LGBTQ and HIV-Af- 
fected Communities. And that was just 
among the victims who went to police. 
In the last National Transgender Dis- 
crimination Survey from 2011, half of 
trans people reported that they would 
not go to the police for help because 
they were afraid they’d take the blame 
for a violent situation, even if they 
were the victim. 

“People immediately blame the 
trans woman, she says, citing the re- 
cent news about Alisha Walker, a trans 
sex worker who was charged with 
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first-degree murder for what many 
view as self-defense against an aggres- 
sive john. 

So young she can't legally buy 
cigarettes, Mosley speaks eloquently 
about “intersectionality,’” or overlap- 
ping oppressions. Put another way: 
Although both fall under the umbrella 
of “LGBT,” a black, trans woman anda 
gay cis male may have vastly different 
life experiences. 

In and out of the LGBT spaces, 
queers experience ableism, poverty, 
sexism, and racism just as non-queer 
people do. 


LGBT people of color say the 
rainbow flag has a lily-white streak. 

At a Castro vigil for the 49 victims 
of the June 12 mass shooting at an Or- 
lando nightclub frequented by Latino 
and trans patrons, Lito Sandoval, the 
president of the San Francisco Latino 
Democratic Club, was angry. Latinos 
had to ask to be included in the event’s 
organizing. 

Headliners for the vigil included 
politicos like Mayor Ed Lee and white, 
openly gay Supervisor Scott Wiener, 
who justified the exclusion to The Ex- 
aminer: “We had 12 hours to plan that 
vigil ... this goes into the ‘no good deed 
goes unpunished’ category.” 

Storm Miguel Florez, a Latin sing- 
er-songwriter, summed it up differ- 
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ently. “We were an afterthought,” he 
says, noting he would’ve skipped the 
vigil except for Sandoval’s last-minute 
inclusion, because he expected people 
“to use this tragedy as an excuse to 
perpetuate Islamophobia” within the 
gay community. (The shooter, Amer- 
ican-born Omar Mateen, a security 
guard whose parents emigrated from 
Afghanistan, pledged allegiance to ISIS 
during the massacre.) 

Florez channeled some of that 
frustration into creating an image, 
since shared hundreds of times on 
social media: a photo of Supervisor 
Wiener bearing the tongue-in-cheek 
message: “White privilege ... means 
never having to say you're sorry.” 

Calle 24, a Latino heritage group in 
the Mission District, held a separate 
ceremony a week later, on June 17. 


While trans people of color are 
the hardest-hit by criminalization, pov- 
erty, and violence, middle-class gays 
have their own set of problems that go 
beyond the question of where to register 
for wedding gifts. 

On June 15, Republicans in Con- 
gress blocked a defense spending bill 
that would have prohibited the federal 
government from contracting with 
companies that discriminate against 
LGBT workers. 

Nationally speaking, full employ- 











ment rights do not exist for LGBT peo- 
ple. One in 10 LGBT people said they'd 
been fired for being gay, according 

to the Center for American Progress. 
(That number rose steeply to one in 
four for trans people.) LGBT busi- 

ness owners are also “unfairly denied 
loans,’ according to The Opportunity 
Fund, an organization that gives mi- 
croloans to small businesses like the 
LGBT-owned Brenda’s French Soul 
Food in the Tenderloin. 

But for the most marginalized — 
trans people and particularly trans 
people of color — extreme poverty 
and violence are problems that won't 
unstick. 

Trans people may be more visible 
in American society than ever, with 
celebrities like Caitlyn Jenner and La- 
verne Cox, one of the stars of Netflix’s 
Orange Is The New Black, appearing as 
fixtures in US Weekly and on the talk 
show circuit. But they are outliers. 

“More trans people on TV is won- 
derful,” Miss Major says, “but that 
doesn't help the poor trans girl selling 
her body on the street so she can get 
something to eat.” 

And if full “gay liberation” — the 
aim of all those early Pride celebra- 
tions and this year’s theme’s — is ever 
going to be more than a cute fantasy, 
the people who are most down-and- 
out is where the movement needs to 
focus the most attention.

When the U.K. debated banning 
amyl nitrates — also known as poppers 
— earlier this year, the tipping point 
in keeping them legal might have 
come when an openly gay Tory MP ad- 
dressed the House of Commons, out- 
ing himself as a poppers user on the 
floor of Parliament with some soaring 
oratory about their virtues. (Soaring 
oratory in the context of making butt 
sex a little easier, that is.) 

It worked. Al- 
though still mar- 
keted strictly 
as “odorizers” 

— because selling 
them as “VHS head 
cleaners” is becom- 
ing a tad anachro- 
nistic — poppers 
remain legal in 
Britain because, 
strictly speaking, 
they neither de- 
press nor stimu- 
late the central 
nervous system. 
They just sort 

of... open you up 

a little. 

Thuffed a 
sigh of relief for 
the gays of Brit- 
ain, because I, 
too, unabashedly 
love poppers. 
There are high- 
falutin aspects of 
queer culture that I 
adore, from The Picture 
of Dorian Gray to Tropical Malady, 
but really, ’'m just in it for the filth. 
Plus, my partner is nine inches taller 
than me and something of a centaur. 

They’re fun without sex, too. I 
went to my friend Freddy’s 40th 
birthday in a rented venue a few 
weeks ago and bottles of poppers 
were everywhere, just for the sheer 
silliness of it. People were sharing 
them while waiting for a drink at 
the bar. Freddy, the biggest poppers 
fan I know, says of the petite brown 
bottle that it’s a “wayfinder of sorts, 
a divining stick that helps me locate 
and celebrate other like-minded 
perverts.” 

“The smiles that I receive when 
handing over a bottle in the throes 
of a sweaty breakdown may be more 
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valuable than all the orgasmic she- 
nanigans’ that poppers encourage, 
he adds. “Thank you for turning 
otherwise unremarkable afternoons 
into spiritual journeys of self-dis- 
covery. 

That last part might be slight- 
ly tongue-in-cheek, but the point 
stands. Poppers make me feel like 
space-time is dilating. (I imagine 
that approaching the speed of light 
in aspaceship might feel similar.) 

Occasionally, on a dance- 
floor, they make me 
self-conscious, but 

most of the time, I 
feel like I’m giving 
myself over com- 
pletely to the beat. 
The act of tucking 
quasi-illicit naugh- 
tiness in plain 
sight primes me for 
the giggles, and 
a strong enough 
whiff of volatile 
chemicals can 
push me right 
over the edge into 
manic laughter. 
I like the sheer 
vulgarity of it 

— within limits. 

I’ve heard of 

clubs placing 

them in the 
vents the way 
casinos suppos- 
edly pump extra 
oxygen over the 
slots, and even if that 
isn’t an urban legend, the 
lack of consent feels invasive. 

As with MDMA, I suspect the 
exact composition changes over time 
as various chemicals are banned or 
become too expensive to manufac- 
ture. I once tried to write a story for 
Vice on that topic, but couldn’t find 
anyone who would talk, so I gave up. 
It was frustrating, until I decided 
that maybe it was better to keep the 
mystique intact. 

Complicating everything, Pride 
has gotten a little heavy this year. 
As we're handling our grief and 
righteous anger, it’s sometimes im- 
portant to appreciate the joys of ca- 
maraderie in queer spaces, however 
fleeting and frivolous. And my heart 
always beats for sweaty hedonism in 


the dark.

In a burst of activism that was 
equal parts sincerity and nihilism — and 
a moment that obviously can’t be re- 
peated — Laura Jane Grace burned her 
birth certificate on stage in North Caro- 
lina last month. It was an act of protest 
against HB2, that state’s anti-trans law 
mandating people pee in the bathroom 
that corresponds to their birth gender. 
Grace is the openly transgender 
vocalist and songwriter of Against Mel, 
and the immo- 


lation is 
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the sort of “fuck the system” gesture 
that fans would expect: incorporating 
protest into the stage show itself (as 
opposed to, say, canceling tour dates 
outright until North Carolina gets its 
act together, or donating the proceeds 
to an LGBTQ charity, as other musi- 
cians have done). 

Fiery punk veteran or not, Grace 
was calmly articulate as she spoke at 
Pandora headquarters in Oakland last 
week, discussing the mass shooting in 
Florida, her new memoir, and how her 
songwriting process changed since 
coming out as transgender in 2012. 

Drawing a parallel between gender 
dysphoria other medical conditions, 

Grace noted that just because a doc- 
tor diagnoses you with something 
doesn’t automatically make you an 
expert — except that three years 
into the public phase of her transi- 
tion and two years after the release 
of the highly lauded album Trans- 
gender Dysphoria Blues, an expert is 
exactly the role Laura Jane Grace is 
evolving into. 
Asked where do we go from 
here, post-Pulse, Grace was 
candid about her horror and 
disbelief, connecting it to 
last November’s terrorist 
attacks in Paris — but 
not because of night- 
club shooter Omar 
Mateen’s pledge of 
allegiance to ISIS. 
Instead, the con- 
nection is that 
both attacks 
targeted night- 
life spaces.

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“As a performer who works in spaces 
where people are going to dance or lis- 
ten to music, when you see things like 
that happening, I have no idea what I 
would do in that situation, so I have no 
idea what I would tell anybody else,” 
she said. “I only can sympathize. I have 
the same fears — as someone who, in 
a couple of days, will be standing ona 
stage feeling responsibility for every- 
one there ... I don’t think the answer is 
to hide, to not be out there, to be invis- 
ible, but I have no other solution to the 
problem other than gun control.” 

Grace is not one to be invisible, 
and she gave her forthcoming mem- 
oir an intentionally provocative title: 
Tranny. (It’s a word she hates, as she 
told Rolling Stone’s Jennifer Maerz.) 
And writing it has been challenging: 

It required whittling down more than 
a million words of journal entries — 
much of it “being 
really closed while 
being in a band 
on a worldwide 
platform” — into 
a 75,000-word 
book. 

For Grace, 
who's been active- 
ly touring since 
her teens, growing 
fame made things 
acutely worse. 

“My band 
started at the 
dawn of the in- 
ternet,” she said, 
referring to her 
strategy as one of 
“upping the ante 
for distractions” 
for years through interviews, making 
videos, and succumbing to assorted 
pressures of punk life. 

“I got to a point where I didn’t know 
who I| was onstage as my band got 
more and more famous,’ she added, 
paraphrasing the industry figures who 
controlled Against Mel’s daily lives, to 
the point of Photoshopping her beard 
to make it look more “vibrant.” 

“You're going to be on this mag- 
azine cover, the record label has this 
idea of what a male front-person 
looks like,” she said. “I didn’t know 
who my audience was or what I was 
doing there.” 

The penchant for distraction never 
went away, either. Grace admitted to 
using songwriting to procrastinate 
while writing the book. Her process 
has changed, mostly in that a certain 
agonized coyness is gone. 

“There’s definitely songs on the 
record that are traditional protest 
songs, traditional Against Me! songs, 
that used to have to mask something, 
she said. “Using writing as an outlet 
for how I feel without really letting 
them know how I feel, that’s not the 
case anymore.’ 

That’s not to say that coming out 
has abolished all confusion, although 
what remains seems more lightheart- 
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ed. 

“Writing from a place where | 
don't have to hide, it had this strange 
freeing sense,” Grace added. “I found 
that I only wanted to write love songs 
— which might be a cliche — but for 
example, I used to love rom-coms and 
now I can’t watch them, because it’s 
like I don’t know who I’m supposed to 
identify with.” 

Sometimes, other people don’t, ei- 
ther. As a frequent traveler, Grace has 
been through the discomfort and hu- 
miliation that many trans-identified 
people experience at airport security. 
While singling out SFO’s well-trained 
agents for praise, she revealed that 
during a pat-down at O’Hare, a TSA 
employee once told her, “This is why I 
hate my fucking job so much.” 

Similarly, while at an airport in 
Detroit, she watched Attorney Gen- 
eral Loretta 
Lynch make re- 
marks about the 
Obama Admin- 
istration having 
trans people's 
backs, teared 
up, and ordered 
wine from a bar. 
Overhearing 
several employ- 
ees make trans- 
phobic remarks, 
Grace confront- 
ed them. 

“T went over 
there and said, 
‘Tm trans and 
you re wrong 
about this, this, 
and this.’ Some- 
one asked, ‘Is it true that Caitlyn Jen- 
ner wants to transition back to being 
aman?’ and I was like, Jesus Christ!’ 
It’s steps forward and steps backward, 
you just hope that the steps backward 
aren't as far.” 

Micro-aggressions notwithstand- 
ing, Grace has had positive emotional 
experiences in airports, too. When 
one thinks of trans women musicians 
who write protest songs — even 
though their sound is quite differ- 
ent — the other person who comes 
to mind is Anohni, who formerly 
performed as Antony Hegarty with 
Antony & the Johnsons (among other 
acts). The two have toured together, 
and shared a moment in Helsinki on a 
morning when Grace was feeling par- 
ticularly lonesome. 

“T’m standing at the security line 
and Anohni comes up, and they’re 
like, “You’re Laura Jane Grace, right? 
Do you want to get tea after we get 
through the security line?’ And I’m 
like, “Yeah.” So we got tea and ate 
strawberries and talked about future 
feminism, and it was just such a lift 
in my spirits and made me feel so 
good. Forever and nothing but love 
for Anohni.”

Three Bay Area rappers talk about the trials and tribulations 


of being lesbians in hip-hop.

Blimes Brixton started rapping 
in the seventh grade and learned how to 
make beats through an after-school pro- 
gram in San Francisco public schools. 
But she wasn’t interested in spending 
time in the studio or recording tracks — 
at least not then. 

Instead, she started battle rapping, 
spending lunchtimes and afternoons 
spitting rhymes and trading insults 
with other middle school rappers, 
nearly all of whom were male. 

Around this time, Brixton also real- 
ized she was attracted to other girls. 

At first, she only shared this with 
her best friend, but she soon started 
incorporating hints of her newfound 
sexuality in both her lyrics and poetry. 

“Once I figured out who I was, in 
terms of who I liked, it was easier for 
me to step out and express myself 
in creative ways, she says. “I kind of 
found my voice and myself at the same 
time.” 

But though the experience was 
enlightening and cathartic, it had its

pitfalls. Battle rapping’s goal is to belit- 
tle your opponent, and Brixton made 
for an easy target as an out and proud 
lesbian. 

“Insults were thrown around left 
and right,” says Brixton, who was used 
to hearing 
“dyke” and 
“faggot.” 

“All the 
negative 
comments 
that could 
have possibly 
been said 
about my 
sexuality 
were all laid 
out on the 
table in front 
of me right 
there as a 12-year-old.” 

The experience taught her that if 
she wanted to make it as a lesbian 
rapper — a rarity in a male-dominated 
industry full of macho swagger and 
braggadocio, then as now — she would 
have to develop a thick skin.

Because while it’s hard being female 
in the hip-hop world — rappers like 
Nicki Minaj and Iggy Azalea are regu- 
larly slammed in other artist’s lyrics, 
dissed in Tweets, objectified as sexual 
objects, or, in Azalea’s case, called “a 
man” — it’s even harder being gay. 

“T see the ridicule,” Brixton says. “I 
see people say, ‘Man, we don’t want to 
hear about how often you sleep with 
women. ” 

It’s no surprise that queer rap- 
pers are a rarity. Those with the most 
notoriety, like Angel Haze and Dej 
Loaf, have been able to “make it” by 
avoiding the subject of their sexuality 
altogether. 

Despite being “out” as pansexual, 
Haze consistently shies away from 
overtly queer references in her music, 
and the short-haired Loaf — who 
once openly dated a woman — started 
wearing makeup and dating a man 
around the time her songs appeared on 
mainstream radio. 

But then there are artists like YSD, 
a lesbian rapper from Berkeley, who 
would rather fight than back down. 
Like Brixton, she has been rapping 
since she was young, and, over the 
years, she has learned how to use the 
insults and slander as fuel for her craft, 
instead of something to be ashamed 
about. 

“Me just being black alone is hard,” 
she says. “Then me being a woman? 
And then me being gay? That’s just 
challenge after challenge after chal- 
lenge. But with every challenge, I just 
want to kick the door down and let 
people know that I’m not afraid of 
anybody.” 

Through- 
out the 20- 
odd years 
that she’s 
been rap- 
ping, “DJs 
have refused 
to play — 
and in some 
cases listen 
to — YSD's 
music, and 
she once lost 
arole in an 
independent 
movie, called A Hundred Blocks, to a 
man even though the film had already 
started shooting. She’s also not been 
paid for performances, and has had 
shows cancelled at the last minute. 

YSD can’t even count how many 
times other artists have said they want 
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to collaborate with her, but won’t for 
fear of others thinking they’re gay, too. 

“I’ve dealt with a whole lot,” she 
says. “I’ve had many times where I was 
so pissed off and angry.” 

Queer rappers experience signifi- 
cant pressure to dress more feminine. 
San Francisco’s JenRo says record 
labels have tried to change her ap- 
pearance, and that she regularly 
receives comments from people like, 
“You should try rapping while dress- 
ing girly,” or “What if you wore girly 
clothes at least in your photos?” (She 
is now an independent artist without 
a label.) 

“Automatically, I’m boxed into a 
category when people first see me,” 
she says, “like ‘thug’ or ‘tomboy.’ But at 
the end of the day, how can you really 
be a great artist when you're uncom- 
fortable the whole time and not being 
yourself?” 

In 2014, YSD, who identifies as a 
stud, released a song with the New 
York rapper Siya called “Let Me In” 
about the industry standard for female 
rappers to “glam up” in exchange for 
more respect. 

In the clap-heavy track, YSD spits 
lines like, “I’ve been grinding in the 
game for a minute / Let me in now” 
and “You don’t want to sign me be- 
cause I ain't shaking ass / Fuck you / 
And your momma too / I’m as equal as 
them, red, white, and blue.” 

But the insults and criticism take a 
toll — and force compromise. All three 
artists — whether from fear of a back- 
lash, being pigeonholed, or a desire to 
appeal more to the mainstream — say 
that their music is less gay-centric 
than it was when they started out. 

“Every now and then it might come 
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Courtesy 


out in a line, but it’s not really my 

goal to talk about it,” says JenRo who 
released her seventh album, Planet 

Z, earlier this month. “I’m not just 
walking around with a gay flag talking 
about, ‘Oh, I’m a lesbian. I’m screwing 
all these girls.’ If ’'m not talking about 
falling in love or some other thing that 
is relevant to my sexuality, I might not 
even talk about it.” 

Not to say that these women aren't 
proud of who they are; there’s just 
more to them than their sexual orien- 
tation. 

“As a lesbian who is doing hip-hop, 
that isn’t the only side of me I want 
people to know,” YSD says. “We’re mu- 
sicians that just so happen to be gay — 
that’s how I look at it.”

During Michelle-Lael Norsworthy’'s 30 years in prison, she became openly trans and 
the most famous trans inmate. But her most difficult transition has come from living 


outside.

Tall and lean in a waist-length 
buttoned sweater, Michelle-Lael Nor- 
sworthy takes large steps in her thigh- 
high booted feet. But as the sun cracks 
through the morning fog at the Palace of 
Fine Arts, she breaks her stride — 
straight and narrow as if she were walk- 
ing a line — and suddenly halts. 

“Look at these big — what are 
these? Swans?” she asks, as two of the 
giant white birds — swans, indeed — 
preen near the Palace’s pond. 

She smiles. After being in prison for 
more than 30 years, swans are a new 
phenomenon for her. Google, smart- 
phones, those are new, too — all newer 
to her than being a woman. 

When Norsworthy was sentenced 
to life in prison in 1984 after killing a 
man in a drunken bar fight, she was 
Jeff, a 21-year-old macho ex-military 
man who loved to drink and get in 
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fights, so aggro that he went to bars 
dressed in military fatigues and kept a 
loaded rifle in his car. It took 14 years 
inside and a chance encounter with a 
priest — who led him to a revelation 
just by asking him to look up the word 
“transsexual” — for Jeff to realize who 
she was. 

Now, Norsworthy is someone else 
entirely: 52 years old and quite possi- 
bly the most famous transgender per- 
son to exit the California state prison 
system. Norsworthy was the plaintiff 
in the landmark federal lawsuit, Nor- 
sworthy vs. Beard, that ruled the Cali- 
fornia Department of Corrections and 
Rehabilitation must provide gender-re- 
assignment surgery to trans inmates 
under the Eighth Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution. 

She was also mysteriously paroled 
last summer, after years of denials, 
while waiting for her surgery. Another 


lawsuit that forced the issue was set- 
tled on the eve of trial. (Norsworthy 
believes this occurred because evi- 
dence showing that the parole board 
and prison officials colluded to set her 
free to avoid paying for the $100,000 
surgery would surface in court.) In any 
event, she’s now a free woman, and 
she’s scheduled to undergo gender re- 
assignment surgery in February. 

As she and two followers tromp 
around the Marina looking for a place 
to get a cup of coffee, Norsworthy 
speaks quickly and articulately, rap- 
idly firing off facts about the prison 
system, transgender life, and her own 
experience. 

“It’s a textbook story,” she says. 

Officially, there are hundreds of 
transgender inmates in California’s 
prisons — about 300 out of 128,000 
prison inmates have been diagnosed 
with gender dysphoria, and receive 
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prison health center administered-hor- 
mone therapy, according to an official 
CDCR count. Unofficially, there are 
certainly many more. 

California has had trans inmates as 
long as the state has had trans people. 
(How long would that be? Chances are 
it was before gender dysphoria was 
added to the DSM in 1980.) 

And trans inmates live openly as 
trans even in the state’s toughest 
prisons. 

“T was on prison yards with a lot of 
African-American transgenders,” Nor- 
sworthy says. 

Trans rights are still being fought 
over in the courts. A judge earlier this 
month ruled that transgender inmates 
in California prisons must be allowed 
to have more female accoutrements, 
including nightgowns and necklaces. 

In some cases, it has been easier to 
be trans inside than out. Trans inmate 
Deborah Lee Worledge made a brief 
appearance in Louis Theroux: Behind 
Bars, the British television journalist’s 
well-received 2008 documentary on 
San Quentin State Prison. (Among 
racially segregated yards and lunch 
rooms and decades-long sentences 
for theft, Worledge was one of the 
least-shocking things Theroux saw.) 
She was filmed shortly before her re- 
lease on Sept. 2, 2008. Two days after 
“going home,” she was dead from a 
drug overdose. 

Inside, the strict racial lines that de- 
termine where you live and with whom 
you associate accommodate trans peo-

ple. After the revelation with the priest 
and a few appointments with prison 
medical officials, Jeff went to the lead- 
er of the white inmates. 

“T think I’m gay,” Jeff told the pris- 
on boss, whose name — really — was 
“Butch.” 

“Yeah, well, just keep it toned down 
and it'll be okay,” Butch said. “Just 
don’t make a scene.” 

And that was it. Jeff grew his hair 
long and, like the other trans inmates, 
feminized via makeup made from 
grease pencils and Kool-Aid packets. 
By the time Norsworthy was trans- 
ferred to another prison, Jeff was 
gone. Michelle-Lael — a combination 
of the feminized version of Michael, 
for the Biblical archangel; and “Lael,” 

a Hebrew word meaning “belonging to 
God” — walked onto the yard. 

“It was the start of a new life,” she 
says. There was still a long way to go 
—acellmate at Mule Creek prison, 
angered after Michelle refused to allow 
herself to be pimped out by him, orga- 
nized a brutal, hours-long gang rape in 
2009, from which she contracted hepa- 
titis C as well as PTSD. 

She rebounded from that and be- 
came a peer counselor, helping write 
the CDCR’s rules for complying with 
the Prison Rape Elimination Act, the 
federal law meant to avoid sexual as- 
saults like the one she suffered. 

But this most-recent new life — as 
a trans woman, living “free” in Amer- 
ica — has been the hardest by far, she 
says, as she walks towards Chestnut 
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Street in search of that coffee. 

After her release last August, Nor- 
sworthy was famous — her picture 
was on the website of the law firm 
that handled her case — but she had 
nowhere to go. Her family, with whom 
she'd been out of contact for more 
than a decade, had long since moved to 
Tennessee. 

She had $200 in “gate money” from 
the prison — and absolutely no luck 
finding any social services catering to 
her unique predicament: a trans wom- 
an, still transitioning, trying to figure 
out 2015 with skills and a worldview 
frozen in 1984. 

Though she had swore off alcohol 
more than 20 years ago — Jeff’s first 
decade in prison was full of drinking 
and violence — she ended up in a so- 
ber living house in San Francisco run 
by HealthRight360, because “nobody 
else would take me.” 

Verbal altercations were frequent, 
and would send Norsworthy scram- 
bling for cover. In prison, a yelling 
match can end with someone getting 
stabbed. 

Her quest for financial help and 
other assistance in adjusting to life 
outside has been frustrating. There 
are advocacy groups for all kinds of 
people... but not specifically for a white 
trans woman coming out of prison. 
(Hence the sober living house.) While 
waiting for her benefits to kick in, she

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started a GoFundMe account, trying 
to raise $30,000 to start a trans-spe- 
cific safe house. As of Tuesday, a few 
months in, she’s raised $375. 

Coffee in hand, Norsworthy lights a 
cigarette. She’s out of the sober living 
house and in a transitional housing 
unit — a condo she shares with anoth- 
er trans woman on Treasure Island. 
She has $192 a 
month in food 
stamps, and $466 
a month in general 
assistance. Minus 
$300 for rent, 
she’s figuring out 
San Francisco on 
about $40 a week. 

Inside, she had 
status. She was 
a famous inmate 
whose safety was 
assured because if 
she was attacked, 
it'd make the 
news. She hada 
television in a cell 
that she shared 
with her boyfriend (who is still inside). 
Outside, she is among the most mar- 
ginalized people walking around. 

“It’s hard to find people I can iden- 
tify with,” she says, noting she still 
has many prison habits: waking up at 
5 a.m. — though it used to be 3 a.m. 
— walking in a geometrically rigid 
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straight line, tensing up at the hint of 
conflict, and maintaining hypervigi- 
lance. Lots of LGBT life centers around 
the party lifestyle; Michelle-Lael is so- 
ber. She’s on Facebook and getting hip 
to 2016 — in text messages, she sends 
heart emojis — but often finds herself 
saying, “I wish I was back home” — 
meaning back inside. 

“Prison, for the 
first 10 years, was 
an adjustment,” 
she says. “After the 
second decade, it 
became acceptable. 
After three de- 
cades, it becomes 
home. I felt like 
I abandoned my 
girls.” 

Her life is 
still all about the 
girls. Well aware 
of the barriers to 
employment and 
housing for trans 
people, she is hell- 
bent on creating a 
nonprofit that runs housing for trans 
people — for anyone, anywhere in the 
country. 

“You ll just have to contact me, and 
wherever you are, I'll send you a bus 
ticket,” she says. “Preop, postop, it 
doesn’t matter.”

During the early ’90s, a 
rich musical melee 
churned in the heart of 
the Mission — strains of 
Afrobeat, hip hop, jazz, 
dub, funk, and prog rock 
that spilled out of night- 
clubs and landed on the 
pages of the music press 
as acid jazz. No group em- 
bodied the fluid ethos 
better than the Broun 
Fellinis. Founded in 
1991, the trio happily 
blended DJs, poets, and 
rappers into a unique sound on any given night, honing their chops and their 
mythos alike. By 1995, when they released their debut Aphrokubist Improvisa- 
tions, Vol. 9, their legend was in full effect: Hailing from the floating isle of Boo- 
haabia, they afforded pilgrims entrée through their music (and occasionally 
cashew nuts, which might buy a less transcendent passage through the bass cab- 
inet). You could lose yourself at every show. Twenty-five years later, Professor 
Boris Karnaz (known to many as Kevin Carnes, also of the influential Beatnigs), 
woodwind player Black Edgar Kenyatta (aka David Boyce the wordsmith), and 
bassist Kirk the Redeemer (Kirk Peterson) are still dedicated to sonic exploration 
that will curl your toes.

Walk into your average 
dollar-store and you will 
discover the color palette 
of installation artist Crys- 
tal Wagner — high-oc- 
tane orange, hot pink, 
lime green, turquoise, 
and purple, the vivid hues 
of beach balls, party fa- 
vors, and disposable ta- 
blecloths. Under 
Wagner’s nimble fingers, 
the last of these are folded, crinkled, and transformed, rising from the summer 
trash heap like a phoenix. Wagner’s work once took the shape of birds — mythic 
creatures whose tail feathers swirled in enormous phantasmagoric eddies of 
plumage. She has since freed herself from a reliance on a central subject that 
commands the viewer's gaze. Instead, the audience is asked to plunge in and be- 
come immersed in an alien landscape. Following the logic of dream stuff, Wag- 
ner’s installations crawl up walls and over ceilings, transmuting all recognizable 
right angles with vivid creations that might be flowers, extraterrestrial fungus, 
or off-world flotsam from beneath a methane sea. The result is an enchanting 
conversation between architecture, consumer aesthetics, and unbridled imagi- 
nation. For FLUX, Wagner will be subsuming the whole of Bedford Gallery; this 
large-scale installation coincides with her solo exhibition of paper sculptures at 
Hashimoto Contemporary.

Weaponized Pleasure 





Genesis P-Orridge and Edley ODowd anchor the latest incarnation of Psychic TV, which plays Hard French and Pride's main stage.

“Don’t think of it as ajam band,” 
Genesis P-Orridge pleads with me. 

“The songs are very tightly struc- 
tured, but there are segments that are 
improvised, just like jazz.” 

No one with even the most casu- 
al knowledge of Psychic TV would 
categorize the anti-authoritarian, 
post-punk-by-way-of-psychedelic-rock 
art project as a cousin of The String 
Cheese Incident, but P-Orridge and 
their bandmate Edley ODowd (aka 
Morrison Edley) are fretting. The job 
of condensing what ODowd calls their 
“improvisational journey” into 45 min- 
utes — their allotted time on Pride’s 
main stage (Sunday, June 26, at 2:45 
p.m.) — might be a challenge when 
they’re accustomed to playing for two 
hours or more. 

“Some of our songs are 25 minutes,” 
P-Orridge says. “We're going to play 
some of the more poppy things, not 
necessarily simpler lyrics, but a friend- 
ly approach, so people can go, ‘Oh wow, 
I didn’t know they were that exciting 
and catchy, and I want to see them 
again. Our audience is getting younger 
and younger.” 

P-Orridge, who uses plural pro- 
nouns, has a longstanding connection 
to San Francisco musical history. Their 
previous band, industrial music pio- 
neers Throbbing Gristle, played its last 
show (before reuniting decades later) 
at Kezar Stadium in 1981. Fans of T.G. 
should be warned, however: For musi- 
cians who've written — by their count 
— some 1,500 songs in total between 
them, their sets will be slanted toward 
the new, and away from the darkness. 

“T think it’s important to note that 
for the main stage, we're erring on the 
side of happy,’ ODowd says. “Because 
in light of what’s going on in the world, 
we think it’s important to put out the 
positive. This faction of Psychic TV 
was born out of a friendship between 
Gen and myself, and we just made a 
decision at one point that it was going 
to be fun.” 

“We've even had the slogan ‘Plea- 
sure Is a Weapon’ on T-shirts,” P-Or- 
ridge adds. “We've got mosh pits now 
of people that are grinning. They’re 
kind of cuddling mosh pits, instead of 
shoving.” 

Psychic TV has been particularly 
active lately, having finished a new 
album, Alienist, that arrives Sept. 16, 
and ODowd plans to reissue the band’s 
1982 debut, Force the Hand of Chance, in 
August. (He prefers to keep mum about 
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the details for now, but notes that it’s 
the culmination of a four-year struggle 
with Warner Bros.) 

Apart from music, P-orridge, whose 
partner in life and art, Lady Jaye, died 
in 2007, has been on the forefront of 
a revolutionary rethinking of gender 
for decades. (Genesis and Lady Jaye 
identified as a single individual, Breyer 
P-Orridge, as part of a project called 
Pandrogeny, in which they dressed alike 
and underwent surgeries to resemble 
one another more perfectly.) And more 
recently, at age 66, P-Orridge will be 
the new face of Marc Jacobs, displaying 
pin-curls that took four or five hours to 
complete. 

Task them if their understanding 
of gender has changed in the last five 
years. 

“You're asking me to write a book in 
three sentences,” they reply. “The short 
answer is absolutely.” 

While noting that it was “truly and 
absolutely unconditional love that 
led myself and Lady Jaye to want to 
merge’ — and that it was Edley ODowd 
who introduced them — P-Orridge 
says that at bottom, their fusion of 
music and radical politics is really about 
laying waste to the oppression inherent 
in all binaries, unto the outermost rip- 


ples of space-time. 

“What we're seeing right now is the 
thrashing of a social and political dino- 
saur as it withers and sees the end of its 
dominion,” they say, “and that is in ab- 
solute contrast to what we want, which 
is an ongoing, guilt-free future where 
our main concern is the health and 
nurturing of the species, and then to 
apply that to entering space, colonizing 
space and possibly other dimensions. 
Who knows? But the ways they've been 
doing things for the last two or three 
thousand years just don’t work, or we 
wouldn't be having wars every other 
day. Something is wrong with the way 
human beings are behaving, and it’s 
not the general population.” 

It’s a retro-futuristic message with 
appeal to contemporary stirrings of 
magick and the occult, no doubt. But 
in many ways, the members of Psychic 
TV are punks of the old-school, no fans 
of audience members who record their 
shows. 

“It’s personally very frustrating,” 
ODowd says of people who hold their 
phones aloft. “People should let the 
moment be the moment and not try to 
document every single second.” 

“It’s a very accelerated form of nar- 
cissism,’ P-Orridge says. “They’re doing 





it to say ‘I was there.’ And it’s not about 
I, it’s about ‘We were all there, and fora 
moment it felt like a band and us were 
one family unified in our intention 
amongst ourselves, all of us — people 
who run the building, the band, all 

of us — for a moment we're all equal 
again. And that’s a powerful message.” 

That’s not to say they’re bereft of 
empathy for awkward weirdos. 

“It’s always about reminding people 
just how much they lose by building 
these little cocoons around themselves 
so that they don’t look uncool or get 
stared at as they dance weird,” P-or- 
ridge says. “We were intimidated to the 
point of near-paralysis, and that’s part- 
ly a strategy by the media and those 
behind the establishment — whether 
it’s music, business, or anything else. 
We find that what we do really liber- 
ates and rejuvenates people’s memory 
that they can do whatever they want. 
It doesn’t matter if you wiggle and 
jerk around, because the music is what 
makes you want to do that. You can 
do it, and once one of you does it, so 
might someone next to you — and 
that’s kind of a metaphor of changing 
the world, one person at a time.” 

Beyond extolling the virtues of los- 
ing yourself in an immersive musical 
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Drew Weidemann 


experience, these self-described ecstat- 
ic mystics have one message, and that 
is not to wear black. That might not be 
a sticking point at San Francisco Pride, 
but by way of mock caution, P-Orridge 
relates a story of a “mini-rave” on the 
Thames they threw “round the same 
time the Sex Pistols did.” 

“Ours said on the invite, ‘Altered 
states welcome, no one wearing black 
will be allowed entry to this event, 

” P-Orridge says. “Up rolls The Clash 
and their little posse, and they’re all 

in black, and our security people took 
great pleasure in refusing them entry. 
They had such put-on faces as we sailed 
away and left them.” 

It’s unlikely that anyone will be 
turned away from a show whose per- 
formers want everyone to change the 
world, one kiss at a time. 

“Come with an open mind, honey,” 
P-Orridge says. “And lithe muscles.”

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OLD SOLES

“Somebody has to write some- 
thing to celebrate their lives,” says Jo 
Farrell of the elderly peasants in rural 
China who were the last generation of 
women to bind their feet, a practice that 
dates back nearly 1,000 years until the 
Communists fully eradicated the practice 
in the late 1940s. “All the books talk 
about the eroticism, and everyone al- 
ways says how barbaric this is and how 
horrible. Can you imagine being told, ‘Oh 
God, you're ugly, you're barbaric?’ ” 

Her Living History: Bound Feet Wom- 
en of China documents 50 women in 
their mid-70s through their early-100s 
from China’s Shandong and Yunnan 
provinces, and the images depicted 
therein offer a strong challenge to easy 
Western notions of beauty (compli- 
cated by the women’s advanced age). 
Toes that have been — for want of a 
better word — mushed beneath these 
women’s soles since childhood may 
look like unambiguous deformities, 
but even that medical-sounding word 
implies judgment. It is also inaccurate 
to say that binding breaks women’s 
feet; strictly speaking, the small toes 
are wrapped tightly under the big toe 
to draw the heel closer and create a 
dramatic arch. Nor does it necessar- 
ily restrict mobility, even in old age. 
Although inadequate medical care in 
rural areas means that a broken hip 
effectively confines a woman to bed for 
the remainder of her life, one of Far- 
rell’s subjects is a champion bowler. 

Knee-jerk Western condemnations 
of foot-binding all too often overlook 
the resilience and justifiable pride that 
characterize these women’s experi- 
ences. Hoping to marry into better 
circumstances, some chose to bind 
their feet, while others were forced into 
it by their mothers or grandmothers, 
who believed it signaled a marriageable 
combination of strength and docility. 
(Instead of the abhorred practice of 
female “circumcision” — genital muti- 
lation — Farrell’s preferred analogues 
in Western society are Botox, labiaplas- 
ties, or Victoria Beckham’s breast aug- 
mentation and subsequent reduction.) 
These women went on to survive the 
Japanese occupation, the Chinese Civil 
War, the devastating famine that fol- 
lowed The Great Leap Forward — Mao 
Zedong’s failed modernization plan in 
the late 1950s — and the whipsawing 
social mores of the Cultural Revolution. 
They've been through a lot, but to treat 
them as pitiful victims, Farrell says, is 
dehumanizing and incomplete. (The 
full picture can be found at Farrell’s 
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website, livinghistory.photography.) 

At its height in the Qing dynasty, 
some 40 to 50 percent of ethnic Han 
Chinese women bound their feet. Many 
of her Chinese friends assured Farrell 
that the practice had been banned 
a century ago and any women with 
bound feet had long since passed away. 
But a chance encounter with a cab 
driver whose grandmother’s feet were 
bound led Farrell to rural villages where 
she met women who had difficult 
lives, many of whom had worked in the 
fields even while pregnant, using their 
heels as tools, and who had lost chil- 
dren to starvation. 

A British-born photojournalist and 
cultural anthropologist who lives and 
works in Hong Kong, Farrell learned 
Mandarin at City College of San Fran- 
cisco when she lived here in the late 
‘90s. She’s documented disappearing 
cultures in places as far-ranging as Ti- 
bet and Cuba, but Farrell is particularly

fixated on China, which is often regard- 
ed as a culturally monolithic country. 
One of her next projects centers on the 
Dulong, a Chinese tribe in which older 
women tattoo their faces. 

There are hurdles to these endeav- 
ors, however. The language barrier, for 
one. 

“Tusually get a translator who’s lo- 
cal, but even they don’t always under- 
stand the local dialect,” she says. 

Compounding that, several women 
Farrell spoke to initially declined to 
participate — until she sent them cop- 
ies of her first book on foot-binding 
and visited their village a year later to 
find them asking to be in the next one. 

“Her feet were just amazing,” Far- 
rell says of Zhang Yun Ying, the first 
woman she met. They were “like a ce- 
ramic or marble sculpture,” she says. 

“It made me realize for the first 
time what these women had been 
through to achieve this,” Farrell adds. 
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“In some ways, there’s beauty in it. It’s 
absolutely incredible what she did.” 
Often, the occasion when a young 
girl’s feet were first bound — soaking 
them in animal blood on an auspicious 
day, then wrapping them lengthwise 
and then back again — was a major 
milestone. And as the young woman 
matured, an erotic element crept in. 
“It was like the forbidden fruit, be- 
cause the only person who could watch 
was the husband,” Farrell says. Prop- 
erly bound feet create a bootheel-like 
“crevice” or “tight spot to be intimate” 
— as Farrell puts it — and as many 
prostitutes bound their feet, “men 
would seek out a woman with bound 
feet and they would do all kinds of 
things, like they were penetrating her.” 
Both Cixi, the last empress dowager 
of China, and Sun Yat-sen, first pres- 
ident of the Republic of China, man- 
aged to ban foot-binding in China’s cit- 
ies, and missionaries helped eradicate 
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the practice in the countryside before 
the Communists finally did away with 
it, forcibly removing the bandages 
from young girls. However proud wom- 
en with bound feet might be of what 
they went through — one woman re- 
called her grandmother punishing her 
by cutting off a slice of her toes if she 
caught her trying to remove the ban- 
dages — the practice is a relic, unlikely 
to return. The youngest women Farrell 
met were born in 1935. 

Fiercely independent though these 
women may be, the isolation of old age 
can sound especially sad. Shao Feng 
Rong was 81 years old when Farrell 
spoke with her in 2010, three-quar- 
ters of a century after her feet were 
first bound. “She feels very lonely in 
her old age — her children rarely visit 
her,” Farrell writes in Living History. 
“She likes to smoke as she is so bored.”

PARADISE LOST 


Pride After 
Orlando 


I held my friend Juliette close, 
frozen in the middle of my bright back- 
yard, huddled over my iPhone, as we 
watched the coverage of the Orlando 
shooting. 

I will always remember where | 
was, too horrified to speak, when 
I heard the news of the 49 victims 
slain inside Pulse nightclub during a 
Latin-themed dance party last Sun- 
day — asurreal and violent schism 
in the course of LGBTQ history that 
has forced conversations about vio- 
lence, racism, and gun laws across the 
country. 

Initially, I refused to even let my 
heart process it. I focused on critiqu- 
ing the media coverage around it, 
theorizing about how the tragedy was 
being used as a political tool. 

It wasn't until I went to a vigil on 
Monday night that I wept. City 
Hall was lit up with rain- 
bow lights, and all the 
flags were at half 
mast. Dozens of 
people gathered 
in the dark- 
ness, huddled 
together with 
candles. 

This time 
last year, | 
was in New 
York celebrat- 
ing nationwide 
marriage equality 
at the Stonewall Inn, 
where almost 50 years 
ago the modern LGBT lib- 
eration movement began when a 
group of hustlers, queers, and queens 
fought back against a police raid of 
their home away from home. Gay 
bars have historically been import- 
ant community spaces, especially in 
places where homosexual activity is 
criminalized, as it still is in large parts 
of the world. 

Although marriage equality is 
most important to heteronorma- 
tive-leaning queers with a certain 
degree of privilege, it still felt like an 
immense step forward. But the year 
that has followed has been horrific in 
terms of queer lives lost. 

The first San Francisco Pride I at- 
tended, just after my 18th birthday, 
felt like a heavenly paradise of girls 
kissing girls without ever having to 
be afraid. That weekend was the first 
time I made out with another girl, 
right in the middle of the street, 
where anyone and everyone could see. 
I finally felt like I didn’t have to hide, 
like I was safe. 

But after several hate crimes and 
acts of violence at SF Pride events in 
the past few years, compounded by 
the heavy grief and fear washing over 
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LGBTQ people around the globe in 
the wake of the Orlando massacre, 
this coming weekend's celebration is 
steeped in sorrow and hot with fear. 

San Francisco’s Pride celebration 
is the largest in the country, and we 
know that at least one suspect was 
apprehended last week on his way to a 
Los Angeles Pride event with an arse- 
nal of weapons in his trunk. 

Supervisor Scott Weiner, who 
represents the historically gay Castro, 
vowed that Pride activities would go 
on as planned, with additional secu- 
rity measures in place, although the 
FBI is reportedly concerned about the 
potential of a copycat crime. I don’t 
know about you, but an increased 
police presence at Pride is not exactly 
a way to make LGBTQ people — par- 
ticularly queer people of color — feel 
safer. 

Platitudes like “love wins” fall flat, 
because now that the shock of Or- 

lando has worn off, I 

. am filled with rage.

swer, I hate that 
I'm terrified to go 
yo a celebration 
that once felt like 
home. 

I hate that 
after spending 
half my life 
fighting for the 
rights of sexual 
outlaws, we 

are still slain in 
staggering num- 
m bers, year after year, 
and that our safety 
rests in the hands of the 
very systems that terrorize 
our communities. I hate that my 
mother is beside herself with worry 
this weekend knowing she has raised 
me to take to the streets at a time like 
this. 

As the city once known for sexual 
revolution becomes more known for 
bro-grammers and start-up culture, 
my queer identity feels untethered for 
the first time, just as we are launched 
into a brave, new, post-Orlando 
world. But San Francisco is more than 
just a geographic location to me; it’s 
a feeling. 

It’s what Judy Garland means 
when she says “over the rainbow.” It’s 
Neverland: a magical little island sur- 
rounded by pirate ships and populat- 
ed by lost boys, fairies, and mermaids.

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The Neon Demon 
Rated R. Opens Thursday at the Alamo 
Drafthouse New Mission. 
Nicolas Winding Refn’s hypnotic The Neon 
Demon is everything one might hope his 
follow-up to Only God Forgives would be, 
particularly for those few who recognized 
that much-maligned film’s brilliance. Six- 
teen-year-old Jesse (Elle Fanning) moves 
to Hollywood to become a model, and is 
taken under the wing of makeup artist 
Ruby Jena Malone) while becoming the 
object of intense jealousy from older mod- 
els Gigi (Bella Heathcote) and Sarah (Ab- 
bey Lee). The picture is a meditation on 
how our culture ravenously consumes 
youth and female beauty, and the damage 
it can cause to those who pursue it — but 
this ain't Showgirls, and viewers looking 
for a campy, Peaches Christ-ready T&A- 
fest from the feminist Neon Demon will be 
sorely disappointed. Though nubility 
abounds, there's no nudity — until what 
the MPAA with its usual judginess calls “a 
scene of aberrant sexuality” in the third 
act, which also happens to be the hottest 
sex scene since Neon Bull (no relation). The 
Neon Demon is also gorgeous and dream- 
like, with a pink-and-purple-heavy color 
palette in the early going that you just 
want to live inside, all aided by Cliff Marti- 
nez’s Goblin-tinged synth score. If Only 
God Forgives evoked Twin Peaks: Fire Walk 
With Me, then this is Refn’s Mulholland 
Drive, and the best film to play in theaters 
so far this year.

Jimmy Vestvood: Amerikan Hero 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie 
Theater. 
Jonathan Kesselman’s Jimmy Vestvood: 
Amerikan Hero is an amusing and highly 
relevant political comedy. Jimmy (co- 
writer Maz Jobrani) is an inept Tehran 
traffic cop who immigrates to Los Angeles 
in hopes of becoming a Steve Mc- 
Queen-esque hero. His dreams seem to be 
coming true when rich industrialist JP 
Monroe (John Heard) hires Jimmy as a 
private investigator to gather proof that 
JP’s archetypally sexy blond wife Marcy 
(Deanna Russo) is having an affair, but in 
fact JP is using Jimmy as a patsy to exploit 
Islamophobia and start a war with 
Iran. Wackiness ensues as the none-too- 
bright Jimmy is assisted against his will by 
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his adoring distant cousin Leila (Sheila 
Vand), while a neoconservative pundit has 
branded him a terrorist due to a viral video 
in which Jimmy totally accidentally 
burned the American flag. Jobrani is an af- 
fable presence who clearly has great love 
for the screen clowns of the past, and his 
script is clever and errs more on the side of 
laughs than shocks — give or take a few 
too many gay jokes — but Sheila Vand 
steals Jimmy Vestvood: Amerikan Hero as 
the vivacious Leila. After the smoldering, 
dark-eyed performance as the 
chador-wearing vampire in A Girl Walks 
Home Alone at Night, it turns out a girl also 
has fantastic comedic chops. SC 


Tickled 

Rated R. Opens Friday at Embarcadero 

Center Cinema. 
A fetish for some and an internet-voyeur 
thing for others, Competitive Endurance 
Tickling is real. On the lookout for anew 
story, David Farrier, a pop-culture reporter 
in New Zealand, happened upon a website 
for it. What he saw online intrigued him: 
One guy tied up, being mercilessly tickled 
by three or four other fit young dudes. Far- 
rier decided to pursue the story ona lark, 
and the resulting documentary, Tickled — 
which Farrier produced and stars in — isa 
low-rent version of Michael Moore's Roger 
& Me with Farrier assuming the role of an 
unknowing innocent (but with none of 
Moore's talents for verve or aggression). 
The owner of the tickling website cyber- 
bullies Farrier. She doesn’t want him to 
pursue the story. What’s obvious to view- 
ers by minute five is that the owner's iden- 
tity is a cover. She is, in fact, a he, and one 
with a history of fraud and blackmail, plus 
a creepy personal backstory. But Farrier 
takes the audience on a 90-minute journey 
saving this aha moment for the last few 
minutes. The potential for a wider narra- 
tive — cyber-harm — gets lost as his focus 
narrows down to a heavy-handed, as in an- 
vils-for-hands heavy, and ineffectual reve-

Les Cowboys 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the Clay 
Theatre. 
Collaborating with Jacques Audiard, 
a director who has mastered the art of 
marrying narrative to a distinctive visu- 
al style, Thomas Bidegain’s screenplays 


for A Prophet and Rust and Bone gar- 
nered awards in his native France. Les 
Cowboys is Bidegain’s first attempt at di- 
recting his own screenplay, and, in com- 
parison with the Audiard films, it’s not a 
success. Bidegain’s subject here, as in his 
previous work, reads well on paper: Af- 
ter an ordinary family outing to a coun- 
try fair, a teenaged daughter disappears 
from, or — as it turns out — abandons 
her family, and her father, like a Gallic 
Liam Neeson, gives up everything to 
bring her back. As in John Ford’s The 
Searchers, a foreign culture — in this 
case the Muslim East — has swallowed 
her whole. But where Audiard extracts 
soulful performances from the actors, 
Bidegain is too faithful to the words on 
the page. He manages a stricken sense 
of realism, a monotone of misery, but 
the images themselves don’t carry much 
weight; a more skillful director like Audi- 
ard interprets and transforms the script. 
Whether that’s by being less literal with 
it, or by creating space for an actor to 
surprise the audience with an unexpect- 
ed emotional reaction. Here everyone 
seems hemmed in by the director’s 
lariat. Bidegain needs to learn how to let 
those wild horses run free. JE 


Therapy for a Vampire 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera 
Plaza Cinema. 
There have been many vampire comedies 
over the decades, and even in recent years, 
but David Rithm’s Therapy for a Vampire 
may be the first screwball vampire com- 
edy. Count Geza (Tobias Moretti) is a vam- 
pire in the 1930s (the screwball era, 
appropriately enough) who’s bored of his 
centuries-long marriage to Elsa (Jeanette 
Hain), who herself has become obsessed 
with finally seeing her face again. Geza 
commissions Sigmund Freud's assistant 
Viktor (Dominic Oley) to paint Elsa’s por- 
trait, but Viktor can only bring himself to 
paint the face of his tomboyish brunette 
girlfriend Lucy (Cornelia Ivancan), who, 
when Viktor paints her a sexy blond lady, 
happens to bea dead (well, living) ringer 
for Geza’s long-lost, pre-Elsa love — and 
then things get complicated. Therapy for a 
Vampire lacks the postmodern hipness of 
the recent What We Do in the Shadows, in- 
stead reframing classic vampire tropes ina 
battle-of-the-sexes comedy, and paying 
homage to the texture of early horror films 
while taking advantage of modern tech- 
nology. But the key is the proudly silly 
script, which packs in every pun it can — 
and a few it probably shouldn’t have — 
while indulging in wordplay such as “T 
want you the way you were before | 
wanted you to be the way I wanted.” Who 
knew German could be made even more 
tongue-twisty? SC 


Three 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the AMC 
Metreon 16. 
Johnnie To’s Three is the director’s latest 
collaboration with his muse Louis Koo, 
and their first thriller since 2013's Drug 
War. Filmed while speeding around main- 
land China, Three keeps its focus on the 
hospital where cackling, Bertrand Rus- 
sell-quoting criminal mastermind Shun 
(Wallace Chung, also a War veteran) has 


been admitted with a bullet to his head. 
Shun refuses to receive the necessary 
treatment from neurosurgeon Dr. Tong 
(Zhao Wei), who's already having one of 
the worst professional days of her life after 
a botched surgery; this is so Shun can con- 
tinue to taunt pursuing Inspector Chan 
(Koo), while buying time for his associates 
to continue doing crimes in the outside 
world and preparing his escape from the 
hospital. Three makes great cinematic use 
of its claustrophobic single location, and 
it’s at its best when To ratchets up the ten- 
sion, particularly as Tong and rather patri- 
archal Chan grow increasingly frustrated 
by their inability to outwit the Lecter- 
clever Shun. The time spent exploring the 
hospital ward pays off in the climactic (and 
sole) action scene, in which the film takes a 
10 Cloverfield Lane-level left turn into CGI- 
heavy action schlock at odds with the rest 
of Three’s tone. A standalone piece of vio- 
lent madness it’s not bad, but as To has 
proved elsewhere, he can do better. SC

ATwater Tavern, a waterfront seafood restaurant near AT&T Park, feels like a conservative Mission Rock Resort.

San Francisco’s waterfront is 
home toa motley crew of bars and 
restaurants, no doubt about it. The Hi 
Dive and the inimitable Red’s Java House 
have never lost their spark, and the pro- 
jected redevelopment of Crane Cove Park 
in Dogpatch is slated to include new out- 
door space for the equally inimitable 
Ramp. Meanwhile, Sinbad’s is gone — al- 
though not for lack of trying — and 
South Beach’s Caputo failed to catch on, 
while the Ferry Building added outdoor 
food stalls this spring. Upscale chain 
steak joint Chart House opened up on 
Pier 39 earlier this year, Pier 29 could be- 
come a coffee and microbrewery mecca if 
the Telegraph Hill killjoys don’t thwart 
it, and Coqueta and Distillery No. 209 
are doing their thing, as always. 

Now we have ATwater Tavern, a 
spacious, indoor-outdoor seafood 
restaurant on Pier 50 that’s primed 
for a brisk business before, during, 
and after Giants home games, but 
also shrewdly aimed at Mission Bay 
biotech workers. (Morning coffee is 
coming. Between ATwater and the 
four-month-old Reveille Coffee on 
Long Bridge Street, even that synthetic 
polymer-chain of a neighborhood is 
looking practically livable.) Replacing 
the former Jelly’s nightclub, which 
breathed its last in 2010, ATwater 
takes its name from old-school tele- 
phone prefixes — a la PEnnsylvania 
6-5000 or KLondike 5, hence the spell- 
ing — but apart from keeping some 
of the 1923 structure’s bones intact 
and assembling a menu from the days 
when no one ever fretted about sodi- 
um intake, it’s not a rotary-phone kind 
of place. 

Rather, with 180 seats on two 
levels, executive chef James Versfelt’s 
ATwater is an arrow drawn across the 
bow aimed straight at Mission Rock 
Resort, the equally enormous and 
oyster-centric bay-front restaurant six 
blocks to the south. On sheer variety 
of offerings, the upstart may have the 
slight edge. Both restaurants serve 
Shrimp Louie, Kumamoto and Marin 
Miyagi oysters, and a Dungeness crab 
roll, but only ATwater has cioppino — 
and a lot more al fresco seating to eat 
it at. | expect a long, simmering rivalry. 

Ignoring the raw bar, we went with 
Coos Bay barbecue oysters ($14 for 
three), which come dressed up in garlic 
Sierra Nevada butter, herb ancho chile, 
and adobo. That sounded as appetizing 
as can be, but I found them unbalanced 
and overly peppery. A Dungeness crab 
cake ($18) was indeed a single patty in

which any substantial crab flavor was 
buried deep, but the fennel slaw that 
went alongside it performed the ac- 
id-enhancement trick that the one-di- 
mensional oysters couldn’t execute. 
From “la plancha,” we went with 
the Half Moon Bay sand dabs ($18). 
Although you get tortillas, salsa, and 
some beautifully 
cooked white beans 


pork chop (a special, $26) came with 
potatoes, green beans, and plantains 
that — combined with a stridently 
sweet, chunky tomato sauce — might 
have been the boldest move on the 
menu (or off it, as the case may be). 
Perhaps the most sophisticated way to 
conclude a meal yet developed by hu- 
mankind, the cheese

The land-loving mains were better.

captured my heart for only penetrating 
superficially into the meat, leaving the 
medium-rare interior distinct from the 
satisfying crackle of the outside. The

fort or something 
pungent, but the 
seasonal simplicity 
of the Santa Maria 
strawberry tart 
(with rhubarb and 
chevre cream, $9) 
was even better, 
its cream fresh and 
thick, and topped with a sprinkle of 
the greens that the sand dabs lacked. 
The wine list is pretty good and the 
cocktail list has a lot of personality, 
with 209 Gin featured prominently. 
There’s an Old Fashioned named for 
Bauer’s, the limo company that shares 
Pier 50. (It’s definitely Bauer’s, and 
not that other Bauer.) There’s even a 
Between the Sheets, a love-to-hate-it 
throwback to the era when drinks were 
mostly crappy permutations of base 
spirits and fruit juices. And the check

holder came in something that looked 
like a prop from the climax of The Fifth 
Element. 

Overall, though, I’m not sure about 
ATwater Tavern, which feels like a 
conservative establishment wrapped 
in some trendy packaging with some 
poke and sunchoke mash on the side. 
The art of restaurant criticism is 
probably never more arbitrary than 
when concocting rationales like “Place 
X is as good as its best/worst dish,” 
but I’m a little hamstrung on how to 
judge a pricey, risk-averse restaurant 
that hitches its wagon to the seasonal 
doings at a stadium in lieu of standing 
on its own. I was drinking Mas Fi Cava 
and a Sauvignon Blanc from Simi Val- 
ley in a sunny spot on a warm weekend 
afternoon that in any other month 
of the year would qualify as evening 
— which is about as comfy as one can 
be without a fireplace and a friendly 
Labrador for an ottoman — and yet 
some aspects of ATwater are hard to 
overlook. It’s expensive. Several of the 
starters were misses. The draft beer 
selection is iffy. There were cops in uni- 
form present, which weirds me out to 
no end. All things being equal, I'd prob- 
ably go to The Ramp, warts and all, for 
dollar oysters instead.

Pinoy Noir

Since the 1980s, Filipinos have 
been the largest single ethnicity of 
Asian-Americans in California, more nu- 
merous than Chinese-Americans and Jap- 
anese-Americans combined. Yet Filipino 
cuisine, its pancits and sisigs and adobos 
rich with regional variations, remains 
more or less confined to the margins in 
San Francisco, represented mostly bya 
few food trucks — albeit ones with loyal 
followings — and restaurants clustered 
south of the city proper. 

Pampalasa, a promising “ka- 
mayan-optional” restaurant — meaning 
that eating with your hands is not the 
only option — recently announced that 
it will close in August, barely a year 
into its existence, owing to 
a rent increase. Apart 
from losing its gulay 
(tempura bok choi, 
sweet roasted 
eggplant, and 
sweet potato 
slices with 
coconut sauce) 
and tortang 
talong (grilled 
eggplant om- 
elet with sau- 
téed spinach), 
it’s especially sad 
because Pampalasa 
falls squarely inside 
the forthcoming Filipino 
Cultural Heritage District 
created as part of an agreement that 
Supervisor Jane Kim, who represents 
the neighborhood, struck with the 
builders of a controversial housing de- 
velopment called 5M. 

California’s Filipinos are “one of the 
biggest communities outside of Asia 
but we're the last to get a ‘town, ” says 
Carl Foronda, the chef at 1760. Filipi- 
no-American himself, he elaborates on 
his theory of why Chinatowns are rela- 
tively common while “Filipinotowns” are 
not: “They were forced to adapt quicker 
and assimilated more. They’re more 
prone to fly under-the-radar, ‘cause they 
don’t want to cause any ripples. They 
came here for the American dream and 
it’s not, “This is our food, and it’s in your 
face’; it’s very ‘Oh, did you like that?’ 

It’s a way to cater to your surroundings 
without disturbing the natural forces. 
Most ethnic groups will compromise 
their own food to cater to someone else. 
That’s why the burrito was invented.” 

He and | are eating oxtail kari kari 
and dinuguan, two stews made with 
various bits of offal — and blood sau- 
sage, in the latter case — along with an 
ege noodle pancit dish, dousing our rice 
liberally in vinegary chili water. We're at

our first stop, JT Restaurant on Mission 
Street in SoMa, a bright and casual place 
inside the Mint Mall whose husband- 
and-wife proprietors are friendly and 
solicitous, along with Foronda’s publicist 
and a photographer, plus chefs Suzette 
Gresham of Acquerello, 1760's sister 
restaurant, and Banks White of The 
Keystone, whose menu is inflected by 
flavors from across Southeast Asia. 

Gresham agrees with Foronda’s 
assessment that the Filipino restaurant 
crawl we're embarking on has one main 
purpose: gaining familiarity with a cui- 
sine that may vanish forever. 

“We’re about to lose the subculture,” 
she says. “I don’t want to see that, be- 
cause I know from Italian cuisine, any 
immigrant that comes to America gets 
absorbed in the mainstream, and they 
start to change things to make it pal- 
atable to us here, versus holding out. I 
want to see it before it’s not too diluted 
yet, to see the mom-and-pop places on 
the bottom rung, and get a feel for that 

essence. It’s important to me.” 

For his part, White is 
curious about sussing

“asked me if I 
wanted to come 
along, because

I quickly realize that 

Filipino food — inexpensive, com- 
munal, cooked by aunties who may 
have a specialty like monkfish or tripe 
soup that they bring to every family 
party — faces several dilemmas. One is 
how new restaurants might open in an 
increasingly unaffordable city and make 
authentic food that not only pleases 
first-generation immigrants’ palates but 
is also priced for their budgets. “Dumb- 
ing itself down” to woo non-Filipinos is 
also a risk. Yet another issue might be a 
little less crucial for the preservation of 
Filipino culture, but it’s tricky nonethe- 
less: Could there be a high-end Filipino 
restaurant that attracts a predominantly 
Filipino clientele, or would it inevitably 
sacrifice authenticity to attract hipsters 
and techies? 

Foronda and White largely concur: 
It's probably not going to happen in S.F. 
anytime soon. 

“This is comfort food,” White says, 
“but if you can elevate it, it'd be worth 
checking out.” 

“Filipinos are very frugal people,” 
Foronda says, “and they’re going to 
stick to their own and buy their own 
food. I think it'd be hard to pull off, but 
I agree with Banks: If youdo yy p53 
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something very new and interesting and 
worth going to, it could work, but I just 
don’t see it in San Francisco.”

As we settle into our table at Karilag- 
an in South San Francisco for some 
sitsarong bulaklak — a dish of pig in- 
testines that’s described as “pork ruffle 
croutons” — Gresham takes a serrated 
knife to the rarefied food world’s implic- 
it ethnocentrism. 

“When you're at a culinary school,

grandmother cooked the hell out of it, 
‘cause it wasn’t fancy.” 

Eating at his parents’ house, Foronda 
says, can be a reality check of sorts. “It’s 
going to be more overcooked than I'd 
like,” he says, “but at the same time, it’s 
going to be nostalgic deliciousness as 
opposed to technical deliciousness. So 
it’s like, ‘Oh, I’m home, and it’s fine’ ” 

In spite of being a gaggle of food 
professionals, we make a rookie mis- 
take: eating until we’re almost full at 
the first stop, then stuffing ourselves 
at the second. By the time we roll up at 
the Lucky Chances Casino in Daly City 
to eat at Cafe Colma inside, sharing a 
couple desserts is pretty much all we can 
manage. It’s after 9 p.m. when we arrive. 
and for whatever reason — the recently 
finished Warriors game, maybe — the 
diner swells with patrons as we take 
turns spooning up some buko pandan 
(a gelatin salad with a creamy base not 
unlike rice pudding) and mango ice 
cream. Foronda fondly recalls a time in 
his youth when he and his friends were 
kicked out of here. 

Is this food like what you'd get in the 
Philippines, I ask, or is it already adul- 
terated? 

It’s pretty close, Foronda says, noting 
that what constitutes Filipino food is 
itself changing as the country fills with 
Russian bakeries catering to expats 
and its food magazines broaden their 
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reach. His food doesn’t have to be a “bi- a ,

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A Drinking 
Staycation

Kevin Diedrich has a resume like 
few other San Francisco mixologists. 
Having worked at the ill-fated BDK, as 
well as at Jasper’s Corner Tap and the 
Burritt Room, he’s done a stint at a siz- 
able number of Union Square cocktail 
venues. After six months or so as Turn- 
key, which functioned as a sort of best-of- 
the-best showcase for Diedrich’s 
creativity, the former Cantina space at 
580 Sutter St. (which Diedrich pur- 
chased) has now been transformed full- 
time into Pacific Cocktail Haven, which 
fully opened earlier this week. Once an 
industry hangout, it’s now been bought 
by the insider's insider. 

P.C.H. might be blandly named, but 
you won't find a boring drink here. 
Granted, certain classics masquerade 
themselves under noms de guerre 
— the Fourth Regiment, made with 
Larceny Bourbon, sweet vermouth, and 
bitters is essentially a Manhattan by 
another name — but an extra minute 
perusing the menu reveals innovative 
ideas like the Miso Old-Fashioned, a 
slightly savory but mostly apple-y mix 
of miso-butter-infused Bacardi rum, 
Pommeau (itself a mix of apple juice 
and Calvados), bitters, and branded ice 
cubes ($13). 
Or consider 
the hyper-sea- 
sonal OH 
Snap!, a mix 
of Beefeater 
gin, Manza- 
nilla sherry, 
absinthe, sug- 
ar snap peas, 
an unspecified 
citrus com- 
ponent, and 
tonic ($12). 

While 
Diedrich’s 
suspicion of 
fruity drinks 
is well-docu- 
mented, the 
push and pull 
of herbaceousness over a judiciously 
apportioned top note of natural sugars 
is nothing short of masterful. It’s sweet 
but never saccharine. 

Some of the drinks’ names are the 
kind of silly in-jokes that people feel 
good about participating in just by 
ordering. Take the Cowfee Twalk (Ketel 
One, cold-drip coffee, orgeat, and Cam- 
pari, along with some hilariously butch- 
ered New Yawk-ese) or the Drakkar 





Noir, a “low-octane” mix of Jagermeis- 
ter, Cherry Heering, Maraschino, Green 
Chartreuse, and soda that would seem 
to impugn the masculine prowess of 
anyone who ordered it, like a 16-year- 
old drenched in cologne. (Think about 
that ingredient list for a second. Nei- 
ther cherries nor Jager commands 
much respect, yet there it is — and it’s 
doubtful that Diedrich is laying a trap 
to snare the unsuspecting.) And as seen 
at other ambitious cocktail spots like 
Pagan Idol — where the fruity, $50, 
rum-Falernum-and-forgotten-tiki-bar- 
syrup drink known as the Fassionola 
Gold serves four people — P.C.H. has a 
couple of big-format punches, like the 
$68 Pimm’s Explosion, an admixture of 
Pimm’s No. 1, Beefeater, strawberries, 
cucumber, mint, and ginger beer that 
serves four to eight people and might 
be ideal on a picnic above Tintern 
Abbey. 

In terms of the interior, the barrels 
are still there, as is the liquor-bottle 
library shelving, but the armchair that 
interrupted the narrow venue's flow is 
not. The blue-and-green-and-potted- 
plants motif is now grayer, with dis- 
tressed walls and a yellow sign reading 
“P.C.H” and gold balloons spelling out 
the name along one wall — at least 
until the helium escapes, which is as 
good as marker as you'll find that the 
honeymoon period will have ended. 
There’s room in the back to spread out, 
and a small nook up front to see and be 
seen, too. 

Being one block up and one block 
over from Union Square threatens to 
do two things: inundate a venue with 
out-of-towners and give the proprietors 
license to charge hotel-bar prices. The 
first one’s 
subject to the 
ebb and flow 
of tourist 
traffic, of 
course, but 
rather than 
commanding 
prices in 
the $15- 
$17 range, 
P.C.H. stays 
squarely in 
local-friendly 
$11-$13 ter- 
ritory, with 
easy-to-make 
happy hour 
specials like 
a G&T or

In other words, Kevin Diedrich has 
landed on a sweet spot: A reasonably 
priced destination in the neighborhood 
he knows best, calling out to locals with 
an insatiable curiosity for the clever 
and the new.

Boss Tycoon 


The enduring legacy of Mac Dre.

Ronald Dregan. Muhammed Al 
Boo Boo. Thizzle Washington. Andre 
Louis Hicks. 

Mac Dre was a rapper of many 
monikers, a natural comedian with an 
incredible work ethic, and an artist 
who forever changed the course of Bay 
Area hip-hop. From recording verses 
through a phone while serving time for 
a robbery charge to bringing phrases 
like “thizz,” “go dumb,” and “ghost ride 
the whip” into the lexicon, Dre left 
an indelible mark on his community 
during his short but prolific lifetime. 

Best known as a poster child of the 
hyphy movement that swept through 
the Bay Area in the early aughts, Dre’s 
lasting presence is still felt every time 
a DJ spins “Thizzle Dance” or “Feelin’ 
Myself,” two of the many hit tracks 
from the 15 albums that Dre recorded 
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before his death at the age of 34 in 
2004. 

In the 12 years since, Dre’s legacy 
has grown. You can buy airbrushed 
shirts, bobblehead dolls, and pillar can- 
dles emblazoned with the rapper’s face, 
and there’s a mural of him on the side 
of a pupuseria on Foothill Boulevard in 
East Oakland that’s become a popular 
place for artists to stage music videos. 

“He’s still very much relevant,” says 
fellow hyphy pioneer and Oakland 
rapper, Mistah FA.B., who was friends 
with the late MC. “There are several 
children of Dre who have been highly 
influenced by his music. There are 
those who had a chance to know him 
and those who were just raised off his 
music and the cultural aspect of it.” 

FA.B. is one of several artists join- 
ing together to honor Dre on Tuesday, 
July 5, at The Regency Ballroom, for 
what would have been the rapper’s 
46th birthday. Organized by Dre’s 


mother, Wanda Salvatto, the event fea- 
tures Kool John, Baby Bash, Mac Mall, 
and J Diggs, with music provided by 
KMEL's DJ Amen. Far from a solemn 
occasion, the evening is sure to include 
the pounding bass, screwy vernacular, 
and sweat-drenched reverie that en- 
capsulates what hyphy and Dre are all 
about. 

“It was always just great energy,” 
F.A.B. says of his friend’s performanc- 
es. “You felt like when you left the 
show, you left Mardi Gras. That’s just 
how dope he was.” 

Born in Oakland, Dre grew up in 
The Crest neighborhood of Vallejo, 
where he first picked up the name MC 
Dre, but later changed it because it 
sounded too East Coast-ish. In 1992, 
he was charged with conspiracy to 
commit robbery and spent four years 
in Fresno County Jail after refusing to 
cooperate with law enforcement and 
snitch on his partners. 

“When he went into jail, he was like 
straight-up what you would think a 
successful Bay Area rapper was, Amen 
says of the artist who had released 
three albums and started the record 
label Romp Productions before being 
incarcerated. “Then he came out and 
he was like on a different hype. He was 
definitely ahead of his time.” 

When Dre emerged from prison in 
1996, he had two goals in mind: Never 
go back and have as much fun as possi- 
ble. Along with other Bay Area hip-hop 
heavyweights like E-40, Too $hort, and 
Andre Nickatina, he rejected the lim- 
itations placed on mainstream rap by 
embracing an underground mentality. 
Through rowdy parking lot shows, the 
creation of his second label, Thizz En- 
tertainment, and a receptive crowd ea- 
ger to hear the beats blast and cut loose, 
the hyphy movement began. Tragically, 
it wasn’t until after Dre’s death in 2004 
from an as-yet-unresolved drive-by 
shooting in Kansas City, Mo., when 
things truly exploded. 

“It was almost like Mac Dre passed 
away and everything just blew up,” says 
Amen, who grew up listening to Dre’s 
tracks in the 90s. “It was what every- 
body was doing. It was how everybody 
talked. It was how everybody danced. 
Everybody got it from him. The local 
economy exploded with new artists, 
new music, and new merchandise. It 
was like a hyphy gold rush.” 

Amen and F.A.B. recall fondly 
how funny Dre was, both behind the 
microphone and in person. His lyrics 
were endlessly quotable, full of silly 
intonations and sneakily clever rhyme 
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schemes, like on Genie of the Lamp’s 
“Grown Shit,” where he spits, “I'ma 
rap-matic track addict / And I’m back 
at it / Play me a beat with this heat, I’m 
a blap at it / The cat scatted, when the 
mac spatted / You don’t want to see 
me, punk get your hat flatted.” Asked 
to recall a memory that truly speaks to 
who Dre was, EA.B. remembers a time 
when he woke up early in the morning 
at Dre’s house and saw the rapper fran- 
tically searching the room. 

“T was like, ‘Cuddy, what’s wrong 
with you?’ He said, ‘Cuddy, I lost my 
grill!’” F.A.B. says. “He was turning 
over boxes and flipping over the couch. 
I tried to calm him down but he said, 
‘Cuddy, I refuse to go outside without 
my diamonds in my mouth. I’m going 
to talk with my hand over my mouth all 
day.’ He ended-up finding it — I don’t 
know where it was — but we laughed 
about it all day.” 

But though Dre was certainly a 
comedian, his persona and many nick- 
names served a serious purpose beyond 
just entertainment. 

“He was just a character man, but 
behind those characters, people have 
to realize the purpose of it,” F.A.B. says. 
“He would always tell me, “Cuddy, you 
have to constantly reinvent yourself. 
You have to constantly reshape your- 
self and give the fans something new.’ 
That was the reason for all the different 
aliases — he never wanted to get put 
in a box.” 

In hindsight, it’s clear that no box 
could ever hold the impact Dre has 
made on the Bay Area and the hip-hop 
landscape. Yes, the days of side shows 
and doing donuts until the Oakland 
Police came to break things up may be 
over, but the music, and the love it in- 
spires, continues. 

“My grandmother used to always tell 
me, ‘Everybody dies, but not everybody 
lives,” FA.B. says. “Dre gave back by 
just motivating people. If you can put 
a smile on somebody’s face, that can 
change the whole trajectory of a per- 
son’s life. It’s an exuberant feeling when 
you look around to your left and to your 
right and just see people dancing and 
partying. He captured the energy.”

The Good Die Fun

If you’re going to book an emcee 
for a two-day festival focused on cult he- 
roes and scuzzy punk-rock, you can’t do 
better than John Waters. For the second 
year in a row, Oakland’s Burger Boogaloo 
festival, presented by Orange County’s 
Burger Records, has turned to the direc- 
tor of such perverse classics as Hairspray, 
Pink Flamingos, and Polyester to take over 
hosting duties for the garage-rock and 
punk-themed event. 

“It’s a really well-run festival,’ Wa- 
ters says. “I saw grandmothers pogo 
dancing. I made a joke that we were all 
middle-aged and full of rage and every- 
body cheered. I couldn't tell if people in 
the crowd were skinheads or bald.” 

Waters is no stranger to the festival 
circuit. He’s taken his one-man show 
on the road to big outings like Bonn- 
aroo and Coachella, and has plenty of 
opinions on the precursors of the mod- 
ern festival scene and popular music. 

“T never went to Woodstock,” says 
the 70-year-old (who was 23 when the 
festival took place). “[It] sounded like 
hell to me even then. I was also proba- 
bly the only person that didn’t like the 
Beatles. They were too cheery for me.” 

Instead of upbeat pop, Waters is 
more drawn to punk-rock, making him 
the perfect candidate to host Burger 
Boogaloo, which is centered around 
unconventional and indie acts, like 
Shannon and The Clams, Thee Oh Sees, 
and King Khan & The Shrines. 

“The punk-rock world has always 
been, for me, a really seductive world,” 
he says. “I’ve always felt comfortable in 
punk-rock clubs my whole life, so I’m 
happy to be asked to come back there.” 

A man who lives for filth and me- 
ticulously groomed pencil mustaches, 
Waters has been a part of the cultural 
zeitgeist since the early 1970s. A na- 
tive of Baltimore, his film career was 
marked by a penchant not just to push 
the envelope of taste, but to drop kick 
it over a cliff. Along for the ride were 
a recurring group of Waters’ friends, 
dubbed the Dreamlanders, including 
Mary Vivian Pearce, Mink Stole, and 
the drag queen Divine. 

Also notable was Waters’ inclusion 
of controversial public figures in his 
work, ranging from mobster Mickey 
Cohen’s onetime girlfriend and con- 
victed felon Liz Renay to the locally 
notorious Patty Hearst. For Cry-Baby, 
Waters recruited Traci Lords, who was 
best known in the ’80s for using a fake 
driver’s license to appear underage in 
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John Waters 


pornographic videos and in Penthouse 
spreads. Waters says his casting of 
Lords, who will join him on stage at 
this year’s Burger Boogaloo, was in no 
Way a stunt. 

“Well, I didn’t really need more 
infamy at that point in my life,” Wa- 
ters says. “Infamy has never been a 
problem. I felt for her, and it was in 
the news, and I thought she looked 
great. She came in and read for the 
part. If she hadn't been able to do it, 

I wouldn't have hired her, but I knew 
that if she parodied her image that she 
could change it.” 

He also has some advice for anyone 
attending the festival in hopes of get- 
ting autographed memorabilia or an 
intimate moment with Lords. 

“Tm going to give lap dances, she’s 
not,’ he says. “I would advise fans to 
leave porn boxes at home, because be- 
lieve me, she’s not going to sign them! 
They're kiddie porn! When they frisk 
you, you might be arrested!” 

Waters’ warped sense of humor has 
been a cornerstone of his sustained 
popularity as a cult icon. While some 
were drawn to his films from the get- 
go, over time, his depraved genius has 
also become more and more celebrated 
by the mainstream. Last fall, the Brit- 
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ish Film Institute hosted a retrospec- 
tive of his filmography, an experience 
Waters equates with “being at your 
own funeral, and being lucky enough 
to hear the eulogies.” In 2014, New 
York’s Lincoln Center held a similar 
celebration. 

While his last feature film to date 
was 2004’s A Dirty Shame, Waters has 
managed to stay busy. Earlier this year, 
he curated “Home Improvements,’ an 
exhibit at San Francisco’s FraenkelLAB 
that inverted mundane objects with 
a little bit of twisted glee. Waters has 
also curated exhibits for galleries in 
Minneapolis and Provincetown, and 
says it’s all just another job to him. 

“Every morning I get up and I 
think, “Yip yip yip yip yip, from that 
Silhouettes song, ‘Get a Job, ” he says. 
“That’s always the soundtrack in my 
head.” 

In addition to filmmaking and art 
curation, Waters has taken up the 
written word. In 2014, he published 
Carsick, a book that chronicles an 
impromptu hitchhiking adventure he 
undertook to get from Baltimore to his 
apartment in San Francisco. 

“T actually hitchhiked today!” Wa- 
ters says when Carsick is mentioned in 
our interview.

With contagious energy, he relays a 
story about having to take his bicycle 
to the shop in Provincetown, Mass., 
and getting a lift home. It’s staggering 
to see how active, impish, and alive 
Waters remains nearly 50 years after 
Mondo Trash, his debut full-length film. 
He’s now writing another book, Mr. 
Know It All, which he says is focused 
on “how to avoid respectability at 
70.” As for the city he sometimes calls 
home — he also has residences in New 
York, Baltimore, and Provincetown — 
Waters isn’t ready to close the door on 
San Francisco just yet. 

“T read somewhere that someone 
in the Tenderloin stole an ambulance 
and crashed, so I wouldn't say there’s 
no edge left in San Francisco,” he says. 
“Thad my wildest youth there. I also 
take the bus everywhere, and believe 
me, every single person on the bus 
is insane in San Francisco, butina 
non-threatening way.”

He's 
not yet a household name, but a recent 
Resident Advisor mixtape and a stellar 
debut album on local label Dark Entries 
are changing that. Club Lonely residents 
Support. 


Device Pride featuring Douglas 
McCarthy and Bill Converse at SF 
Eagle, 9 p.m.-2 a.m. Saturday, June 
25. $10; sf-eagle.com 

Device is a queer leather-fetish-BDSM 
party, soundtracked by industrial 

techno, EBM, noise, and more, occurring 
irregularly at the Eagle. For Pride, 
they've gone all out and are featuring 
none other than Douglas McCarthy, aka 
the frontman of legendary EBM act Nitzer 
Ebb - responsible for tracks like “Join In 
The Chant,” a bona fide dancefloor staple 
since 1987. McCarthy DJs regularly, 
connecting the dots between body music 
of the past and techno of the future. Bill 
Converse (See above) joins him. 


Sure Thing presents Delano Smith and 


map.ache at Monarch, 10 p.m.-2:30 
a.m. Saturday, June 25. $10-$15; 
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the high temple of techno, Berghain), and 
her own productions have stepped above 
and beyond. Listen to “The Frontier,” from 
her most recent record on U.K. label 
Whities — it’s a completely transcendent 
vision of futuristic techno filtered through 
the cactus-shaped lens of the American 
Southwest. 

Sunday marks her triumphant return 
to San Francisco, courtesy of Honey 
Soundsystem, international techno he- 
roes themselves. 

Joining Ms. Emerson is Shaun J. 
Wright, an artist and vocalist who’s also 
part of Hercules & Love Affair. Upstairs, 
Jordee Akerley and Siobhan Aluvalot 
handle duties. If you have to pick but 
one Pride party to hit, this is it.

One place has brought together 

almost all of Sure Things diverse 
lineups: Detroit. Delano Smith is one 

of the earliest cadre of Detroit DJs 

and producers, coming up alongside 
the Belleville Three (Atkins, May, and 
Saunderson). His career didn’t take off 
until the early aughts, when he began 
producing his own material - hard- 
hitting soulful disco-inspired house in 
the quintessential Detroit style. Upstart 
German producer map.ache, associated 
with cult label Giegling, makes his S.F. 
debut alongside Smith. 


NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


Gag Order by Vainhein; self- 
released 


As any self-respecting San Francis- 
can knows, drag is about pushing the 
performance of gender to its extremes. 
Some drag performers push even fur- 
ther, seeming to discard gender and 
play with the concept of humanity 
or personhood itself. Enter Vainhein 
(‘vain’ as in ‘vanity,’ ‘hein’ as in ‘hei- 
nous’), whose early drag performances 
were accordingly bizarre, uncanny, and 
freakish. After a break from the drag 
scene, Vainhein has resurfaced with 
Gag Order, a debut album of original 
works. Built around Vainhein’s beau- 
tiful, expressive voice and moody syn- 
thesizers, it’s a lovely listen that defied 
my expectation 
not a ‘drag album.” 

At its core, Gag Order is a synthpop 
record — but it’s a futuristic, hyper- 
color synthpop record, not a neon-lit 
throwback. By way of explanation, 
it owes much more to Bjork than it 
does A-Ha, and its most simplistic, 
elemental tracks are also its best, like 
the catchy “x(xx),” the baroque inflec- 
tion of “Gag Order,” or the stunning 
neo-noir of “Seed,” my favorite track 
on the album, which sounds like a lost 
excerpt from Vangelis’ soundtrack to 
Blade Runner.

While some tracks on the record 
flirt with clubbier, kitschier inclina- 
tions, they’re mostly kept in check by 
Vainhein’s otherworldly synthesizer 
textures. “Motherfuckers” is the only 
track that feels a bit too silly. 

Gag Order is a remarkably impres- 
sive debut, and Vainhein is clearly a 
talented producer. Watch what he does 
next. 


Cosmologist by Bézier; HNYTRX 


Bézier is the alias of Robert Yang, 
an electronic multi-instrumentalist and 
also a resident DJ of Honey Soundsys- 
tem, featured above. Cosmologist is his 
newest three-track EP, released on Hon- 
ey’s own HNYTRX record label, and it 
feels like a completely new frontier. Here, 
Yang pairs the retro-inspired sound design 
that distinguished his earlier work with a 
dead-on grasp of dancefloor mechanics. 
Cosmologist is far and away his best record 
yet. 

Yang’s earlier records sounded 
equally inspired by Commodore 64 
soundtracks, new wave, and vintage psy- 
chedelia, and they incorporated pop and 
jazz structures in equal measure. They’re 
idiosyncratic, excellent listens, but to my 
ears, something crucial was missing. 

Then came Mina, released late last 
year. Here, Yang approached the dance- 
floor head-on and fully embraced it, 
without sacrificing any of the improvisa- 
tional flourishes or psychedelic textures 
that make his music so unique. It’s one 
of my favorite records of 2015. 

Cosmologist feels like a fully fledged 
sequel to Mina: It offers three tracks, 
each suited to different dancefloor mo- 
ments, but each is unmistakably Bézier. 
“Cosmos” is a slower-paced psychedelic 
trip with gorgeous interlocking melo- 
dies. “Ether” is the most “techno” of 
the bunch, building to an enormous 
climax. “D. Quelle” runs 11 minutes 
long and features mind-bending synth 
improvisation. 

In short, Yang sounds more confident 
than ever. Cosmologist is made for the 
dancefloor, but works just as well on the 
home stereo. Buy it now.

If there’s one thing you should know about Royal Jelly Jive, it’s that they’re not a throwback act. In the San Francisco/Petalu- 
ma-based band’s second album, Stand Up, jazzy, cabaret sounds blend with hints of funk, traces of rock, and smidgens of soul 
to create a unique sound every bit as retro as it is modern. “For us, we have old-timey influences, but the songwriting is really 
modern,” keyboardist and accordionist Jesse Lemme Adams says. “When we write songs, we're not trying to write an old 
swing song; we're trying to write something that we would want to listen to, but it’s inspired by all of our tastes in music.” The 
sextet, which includes accordion, clarinet, trombone, saxophone, and upright bass, formed in 2013 through stints at the 
Boom Boom Room.

I first heard the rapper and singer Jacquees through his 2015 song “Like Baby,” 
a bass-laced, synth-heavy track that’s been seen on YouTube more than 5.5 mil- 
lion times to date. In the braggadocio-heavy track, the Georgian, who signed to 
Birdman’s label Cash Money Records the year before, sings his allegiances to the 
company, his fellow signees (who include Nicki Minaj, Lil Wayne, Drake, and 
Tyga), and most of all himself. “Now I’m a Cash Money nigga like Wayne (like 
Wayne) / Cash Money nigga like Baby (like Baby) / Started from the bottom like 
Drake / Put it all together like Baby,” he sings in the hook, paying homage to his 
predecessors and the man who signed him (Birdman is also sometimes known 
as “Baby”). Like Drake, Jacquees is a double threat who can both sing and rap, 
and like Lil Wayne, he sports long dreadlocks and has a tendency to pose shirt- 
less for photos.

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PUPS

There is a guy at my work who is into puppy play. 
I know this because I have some friends in the gay 
puppy community. I don t give two shits what any- 
one I work with does to get off. All well and good, 
except... he wants us to call him Spike, his puppy 
name. Isnt this a case of him involving everyone at 
work in his sex life, whether we want to be involved 
or not? 

Disturbed Over Gratuitous Gratifications 
Of Naming Experience 


“Tt’s important to note, firstly, that pup play isn’t 
a sexual activity so much as it is a head space,” 
said Amp, a puppy, a gamer, a porn performer, and 
the cohost of Watts the Safeword, a kink-friendly 
sex-education YouTube channel. “For DOGGONE’s 
coworker, pup play may be a comfort thing, or a so- 
cial thing, or even a way for him to redefine who he 
is aS a person so that he can take control.” 

Amp, who is 26 and lives in Seattle, got into pup 
play about five years ago. 

“A daddy and his pup joined a group of friends 
on a gay camping trip,” said Amp. “Their bond just 
seemed to glow, and their relationship stuck with me 
as something I wanted in my life. For me, yes, pup 
play can get sexual with my Daddy, but Amp is just 
who I am when I’m out and about.” 

Like your coworker, DOGGONE, Amp goes by 
his puppy name socially and professionally. So I put 
this question to him: Does he get a secret thrill and/ 
or a visible boner when a coworker, barista, casual 
friend, or rando calls him by his pup name? 

“God no!” said Amp. “If someone calls me ‘pup’ 
in a really sexual way or an aggressive way, maybe, 
but not when someone is simply using your name. A 
pup name js essentially a nickname, and people use 
nicknames socially and professionally. So long as 
the kinkier aspects of pup play—tail wagging, bark- 
ing, ball chasing—are kept out of the workplace, 
DOGGONE’s coworker using his puppy name at 
work doesn’t involve the office in his sex life.” 

A quick thought experiment, DOGGONE: Let’s 
say a female coworker married a man—a really hot 
man—and later confided in you that she married 
him because the sex was great. And let’s say she 
took her new husband’s last name. Would using her 
new last name “involve” you in her sex life? Being 
married partly defines who she is, it led her to take 
a new name, and sex is an important part of her 
marriage. But her new name isn’t just about sex— 
it’s about identity, intimacy, connection, and sex. 

Pup play isn’t as serious a business as marriage, 
of course, but you should be able to extend the 
same courtesy to Spike that you wouldn’t hesitate 
to extend to your hypothetical straight female co- 
worker—that is, use the names you’ve been asked 
to use without obsessing over their respective sex 
lives. 

“DOGGONE should always respect how some- 
one identifies and asks to be named,” said Amp, 
“and regard the sexual or kink aspects of someone’s 
name choice as a separate detail.”

My concern 
is that I don t know if this person is aware that his 
account can be found via a regular old social media 
and phone sync. I dont want him to get outed for 
being a fetishist or possibly being gender question- 
ing or transgender if he does not want to be out. 
Should I give him a heads up? Should I keep my 
mouth shut? I want to be respectful. 

Knowing Isn’t Necessarily Knowledge, 
Yes? 


Send that traditional guy a note, KINKY, but 
“bury the lead,” as they say in the news biz. Instead 
of opening with those particular photos being eas- 
ily accessible to all, open with the relevant facts 
about yourself: ““You know I work in porn, and 
I’m not fazed by BDSM or sex work or any sort of 
gender-related sex play, and I’m a big supporter of 
gender-nonconforming people as well as the trans 
community.” Then let him know what you found, 
how you stumbled across it, and how to adjust his 
privacy settings. 


My name is Peter and I’m a longtime fan. I’ve 
also been very involved with the Human Rights 
Campaign and their work in getting the Equality 
Act passed. I’m 21 and only recently out of the clos- 
et. |! opened up about my sexuality after the passage 
of marriage equality last June and have since been 
a proud gay man. It seemed that since marriage 
equality, our community was only going up. Even 
the passage of HB2 didn t make me cynical about 
the future. But this recent shooting has changed my 
world completely. Fighting for equality in housing, 
education, and employment seems like a joke after 
this massive act of violence in Orlando. I’m looking 
to someone in the community for guidance.
